A DAY OF FILIBUSTERING

NO VOTE ON THE WORLD'S FAIR 
APPROPRIATION REACHED. 


THE OPPONENTS OF THE GIFT WASTED 
THE TIME OF THE HOUSE IN DILA- 
TORY MOTIONS—WILLING TO AD- 
VANCE THE $5,000,000 as A LOAN, 
BUT NOT AS A GIFT. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Not even the persis- 
tent heat,which was as oppressive in the House 
to-day as it was yesterday, prevented the mem- 
bers who are in favor of and opposed to the 
appropriation for the Chicago Exposition from 
continuing the fight begun yesterday, when the 
majority decided that the House should concur 
in the Senate proposition to give the World's 
Fair $5,000,000. 

The opposition is as determined to-night, after 
a day of weary filibustering, to prevent a direct 
vote on the motion to reconsider as it was yes- 
terday. The Southern men, among whom are 
some not hitherto infected with the fear of the 
third-party criticism, declare that it would be 
impossibie to say how many seats the passage 
of the appropriation would empty of Democrats 
and fill with third-party men on this single 
question. With taxes high and money scarce 
the Southern people are jealous of extravagaut 
expenditures, and the Southern members are 
evidently afraid that they will express their op- 
position at the polls. 

Another alarming report circulated among 
the opponents of the gift of $5,000,000 was 
that at the beginning of the second session it is 
the intention of the managers of the Chicago 
Exposition to come to Cougress fora loan of 
$3,000,000 to supplement the $5,000,000 now 
allowed in the Sundry Civil bill. As it was ex- 
pected that the fair would need $17,000,000 to 
perfect it for opening, and the sum of the differ- 
ent amounts raised, appropriated, and to be 
asked foras a loan is $18,000,000, the report 
seemed to fitin with the well-known needs of 
the managers. 

Although the House adopted to-day a resolu- 
tion for adjournment on Saturday, it was 
assumed by the friends of the bill that the reso- 
lution was offered to hurry the deciding vote, 
and it was also regarded by the opponents of 
the bill as an action intended to favor the fili- 
busters in giving the House a very short time 
in which to maintain the fight for the appropria- 
tion for Chicago. It was not long, however, 
after the resolution went from the House that it 
was learned from the Senate that that body 
would not adopt the resolution until the Sundry 
Civil bill was clearly disposed of. The Senate w= 
abide by any result that does not kill the bill 
If the House rejects the Senate amendment for 


the fair, the Senate will not persist in staying. 
the Republicans will be content to go away 
with the record of having offered to do some- 
thing for the fair that the Democrats were un- 
willing to approve. Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) 
expressed the feeling of the anti-option con- 
tingent in the House when he opposed adjourn- 
s until the Anti-Option bill shail be passed. 

The proceedings in the House were dreadfully 
uninteresting. Tho successor of K. Q. Mills, 
Mr. E. L. Anthony, (Vem. Texas,) was sworn in 
at the opening of the proceedings, and then, 
after sume inexplicable caperings of Mr. 
Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) about some inconse- 
quential thing some ove had said about him, the 
resolution for an adjournment on Saturday at 2 
o'clock was called up by Mr. McMillin. Jt gave 
no sense of comfort to anybody, for no one 
imagined that it would bring the adjournment 
apy faster than the omission to pass it. 
Mr. Hatoh and Mr. McRae (Dem., Ark..) 
suggested the Option bill as «4 reason 
tor not adopting it. Mr. Cummings (Dem. N., 
Y.,) suggesyed Monday, Aug. 1, as an awend- 
ment, and Mr. Outhwaite (Vem., Ohio,) fell in 
with him. As one of the opponents of the fair ap- 
propriution he had reasons, and be offered them. 
He said where wasa great appropriation bill 
undisposed of. It had not yet been sent back 
to conference, and it might be some time be- 
fore it was. Ifit was sent to conference for a 
day or two, it might be some time before 
it was reported back. It was a long Dill, witha 
large number of amendments. It would re- 
quire a large clericai force many hours to pre- 
pare it for signature, and it was doubted 
whether the work could be accomplished by 
baturday, even if the-bill were sent to confer- 
enoe to-day and reported back to-day, which 
was not atall probable. {Laughter. } 

There was a bare possiblity that the bill 
would not become a law at all at this session. 
Then the Appropriation Committee would have 
to consider whether it would extend the appro- 

riations carried on the Sundry Civil biil of 
ast year until the lst of December. He had 
seen it stated that the advocates of the World's 
Fair appropriation had declared that they 
woald not permit any such extension. He did 
not know whether that was so or not, but if so, 
it was something that would require the con- 
sideration of the House. Therefore he did not 
think that the House should agree to a final ad- 
journment before Monday. 

The previous question was ordered on the 
motion of Mr. McMillin, and then on Mr. Cum- 
mings’s amendment. It was lost. 

After some filibustering under the leadership 
of Mr. Outhwaite and the zealous but misdi- 
rected assistance of Gen. Wheeler, the resolu- 
tion to adjourn Saturday was adopted. 

Notlong after that, and before the resolution 
was onits way tothe Senate, the House was 
yoting on a motion to adjourn until Monday. 
The filibustering was interminable until the 
House adjourned forthe day. There was a re- 
port that an efiort would be made, asa way to 
secure the passage of the bill, so to amend it as 
to provide that the $5,000,000 advanced py the 
Congress should be returned to the Treasury out 
of the first gate receipts of the fair. It could 
not be traced toany authoritative source. A 
proposition of that sort would be unanimously 
adopted—if the Chicago people were not per- 
mitted to vote. 


MAJOR POWELL TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

Major Powell, Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey, bas good reason to believe that the “ pull’”’ 
he has exerted on Congress for many years is 
rapidly disintegrating. A few days ago Con- 
gress cut off about $250,000 from the amount 


he deemed necessary to run his expensive de- 
partment during the next fiscal year, and now 
the Senate has directed a special committee to 
investigate the workings of thesurvey. This 
committee is composed of Messrs. Wolcott, 
(Rep., Cvl.,) Carey, (Rep., Wyoming,) Gallinger, 
(Rep., N. 8.,) Jones, (bem., Ark.,) and Gorman, 
(Dem., Md.) 

Wolcott and Carey are responsible for the 
predicament Major Powell now finds himself 
in. They succeeded in cutting down his appro- 
priation, and the former introduced the resolu- 
tion under which the investigating committee 
will proceed to probe the mysteries of the Geo- 
logical Survey. It will be observed from the 
text of the resolution, which is appended, that 
Mr. Wolcott has provided fora general over- 
hauling of the bureau which Major Powell has 
for many years run to suit his own ideas of how 
‘soft snap” ought to be fostered: 

‘That a select committee of five Senators be ap- 
ointed by the rresident of the Senate, whose duiy 
t shall be to investigate the operations of the United 

States Geological Survey, the elliciency anid utility 
of such survey, together with the progress made aud 
economy observed in its work; that said committees 
is authorized to sit during the sessions and the ap- 
proaching recess of the renate, may employ a clerk 
and a stevographer, send for persuns and papers, and 
administer vaths; the expenses of such investigation 
to be paid from the contingent fund of the senate.” 

Major Powell will no doubt tind Mr. Gorman 
a conservative investigator. He may find out 
something in the Geological Survey, but he 
would not be a good man to investigate the Cen- 
gus Office to tell who got the patronage. 

STILL DEBATING ANTI-OPTION, 

Mr. Washburn (Rep., Minn.,) now bases his 
hope of the passage of the Anti-Option bill 
upon the slender thread of the House disagree- 
ment overthe Sundry Civil bill. Should the 
dead-lock continue, and the hour of final ad- 
journment be deferred, he thinks the opponents 
of lis bill will talk themselves out, and that be 
oan then muster cnough strength to put the bill 
through. 

Nobody but Mr. Wasbburn takes this view of the 
situation. Mr. Carlisle (Vem., Ky.,) gave notice 
to-day of his intention to speak to-morrow on 
the Hale resolution regarding the policies of 
protection and tariff for revenue only. This 
may be followed by other speakers on the same

Mr. Gibson (Dem., La.,) invited attention to 
the intolerable heat prevailing in the chamber 
and to the lack of a voting quorum present. He 
said it must be apparent to all that the bill 
could not now be passed. He renewed the sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Hiscook, but “the friend of 
the people,”’ as the Minnesota Senator has been 
facetiously dubbed, refused to entertain it. He 
said that the operations of the people against 
whom the bill was directed had cost the people 
millions of dollars last year, and that if the bill 
went over until afterthe present crop was har- 
vested, millions more would be eacrificed by 
those who wanted the bill to become a law as 
soou as possible.

Mr. Paddock, 
(Rep., Neb.,) who had prepared a speech in de- 
fense of the bill, but who hoped that the Dill 
would be postponed, thereupon began with a 
wry face to read his long argument, calculated 
to please the misguided farmers of Nebraska 
He was followed by Mr. Turpie, (Dem., Ind.,) 
whosupported the bill, and declared that Con- 
gress had the independent power to deal with 
the practice of the sale of options and futures 
as deleterious to and destructive of legitimate 
commerce. Mr. Danicl (Dem., Va.,) argued 
ayaiust the constitutionality of the measure. 


THAT PRECIOUS BRIDGE JOB. 
Disappointment again lodges in the breasts 
of the Swan-Greene bridge-jobbing contingent. 
Their Senatorial pusher, Mr. Biackburn, (Dem., 
Ky.,) who gave promise of being the one man 
capable of putting the speculative New-York 
and New-Jersey Bridge bill through the Senate, 


has failed to justify their expectations. He 
was rampant yesterday; to-day he was as meek 
as the meekest Kentucky lamb. In the hours 
that elapsed since his partial victory in getting 
the bill from the calendar he found that the 
support he relied upon was but fictitious, Many 
Senators who voted with him yesterday did so 
in the belief that the bill was perfectly legiti- 
inate and thatthe opposition to it was unde- 
served. Information to this eifect had been 
freely dispensed by Mr. Blackburn and by Mr. 
Gibson, (Dem., Md.,) whose sudden zeal on be- 
half of the billhas not yet been explained on 
any ground creditable to him. 

After the debate these Senators discovered 
that they had looked only npon one side of the 
question. A numberof them sought Mr. His- 
cock, (Rep., N. Y..) and assured him that they 
had voted under a misconception of the situa- 
tion. This morning he was assured by others 
that they could not support any future effort to 
advance the bill. Mr. Blackburn apparently 
knew that the game was up when he entered 
the chamber. In due course the bill was reached 
on the calendar, and Mr. Hiscock promptly ob- 
jected to its consideration. Mr. Blackburn main- 
tained silence, and, under the rules, the pre- 
cious measure slid down to a secluded spot on 
the calendar, where it will remain, for this ses- 
sion at least, unless the bridge schemers man- 
age to reverse existing conditions.

BUFFALO BANK FAILURE. 


THE 


THE BANK WILL RESUME UNDER A NEW 
NAME ON A GOOD BASIS. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., July 28.—Judge Ward sat in 
the Supreme Court this morning and reopened 
the proceedings in reference to the National 
Savings Bank matter. 

The statement made a couple of weeks ago 
showed a deticiency of $285,000 between the 
assets and the liabilities. Since then further 
shortages have been discovered to the amount 
of about $60,000, which have been nearly offset 
by $55,000 worth of properly lately turned in 
by Dann. The deeds for this property, which 
Was appraised by the new Trustees last week, 
were turned over yesterday. 

The new Trustees held a meeting this morn- 
ing and reatiirmed their desire that the bank 
shonld resume business. They figured that it 
could pay 78 oénts on the dollar. 

Superintendent Preston renewed his assur- 
ances that he wished to take the course that 
would best protect the depositors. After hear- 
ing the attorneys Judge Ward granted the or- 
der allowing the bank to resume on the basis of 
78 cents on the dollar, which will allow a sur- 
plus to atart with of $10,000, the name to be 
changed to the Empire State Savings Bank of 
Bufialo. 

Superintendent Preston's revised statement 
shows that the assets of the bank are $1,0538,- 
549.30; liabilities, $1,340,000, making the net 
deficiency $285,450.70. The total amount of 
the defalcation as discovered in the examina 
tion up to date is $486,875.43.

SIR OLIVER MOWAT TO HEAD CANA- 

DIAN LIBERALS. 


TORONTO, Ontario, July 28.—Political circles 
are much interested by a report circulated here 
to-day that Sir Oliver Mowat will take the 
leadership of the Liberal opposition in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. It is stated that 
Wilfrid Laurier has been dissatisfied for some 
time because he thinks he has not the full sup- 
port of the Ontario Liberals, and as Mowat has 
gained considerable popularity lately by his 
vigorous advocacy of maintaining the British 
connection and by his opposition to the annexa- 
tion movement, itis believed that he would be 


able tolead the Liberal Party to power in & 
federal contest. 

It is oven said that he has decided to conduct 
the Dominion campaign at the head of the Lib- 
eral Party on an entirely new policy. He will, 
80 report goes, discard the policy of trade reci- 
procity with the United States and will try to 
carry the country for the Liberal Party cn a 
policy of free trade with Great Britain. 

Itis said that this policy would be popular 
with the farmers of Canada because it would re- 
lieve them of taritf burdens, and it is believed 
such a policy would meet with the warm sup 
port of many Conservatives and opponente of 
annexation, who wish to see the connection 
with England strengthened.

Six Persons Drowned. 

WIARTON, Ontario, July 28.—Nine persons— 
four ladies, one little girl, three white men, and 
an Indian—left Cape Croker yesterday in a sail- 
boat for thie place. When within ten minutes’ 
sailof here asquaill struck the boat. The sails 
were all down at the time. The boat was lifted 
like an egg shell, and, the ballast shifting, she 
went over instantly. John Dance, living on the 


east shore, heard the screams and went out 
with his rowboat. 

When he arrived at the scene only two white 
men and the Indian were left, and they were 
hanging on to # Wire on the boat. One of them 
was foaming atthe mouth. The drowned are 
George Stevens and wife of Chesley, Stevens’s 
two wisters of Guelph, and Mrs, L. Currie and 
daughter of Wiarton. Up tothe present bone 
ot the bodies have been recovered. 


A Big Pool in Fur, 

NEWARK, N. J., July 28.—The latest combine 
in the mercantile world was formed here to-day, 
when a poolin fur was formed at the oflices of 
Riker & Riker, the well-known lawyers.

THE MICHIGAN GERRYMANDER. 


DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL BY THE 
SUPREME COURT OF -THE STATE. 


LANSING, Mich., July 28.—The Supreme Court 
has handed down opinions declaring unconsti- 
tutional the’two acts of the last Legislature re- 
apportioning the representative and fenatorial 
districts in the State. The title of the case in- 
volving the Senatorial gorrymander was “* The- 
ron F. Gidding va. Secretary of State,”’ and that 
involving the representative redistricting ** 8u- 
pervisors of Houghton County vs. Secretary of 
Btate.”’ 

The mandamus asked for is granted in each 
case, and the Secretary is ordered to issue no- 
tices of election in accordance with the redis- 
tricting act of 1881, the act of 1885 being 
held to be equally defective with that of 1891. 
The court is unanimous on both acts. The de- 
cision in the Senatorial case was written by 
Justice Grant, Chief Justice Morse and Mr. 
McGrath filing opinions in which the same con- 


clusion is reached through a different course of 
arguinent. The decisionin the Representative 
bill was written by Justice Long, the Chief 
Justice filing a separate opinion. 

The Secretary of State is instructed to follow 
any new redistricting scheme which may be 
enacted should the Legislature be called in epe- 
celal session by the Governor. Gov. Winans, 
when asked if he would oall an extra session of 
the Leyisiature, said: ‘‘I cannot now etate 
detinitely whether or not I will call an extra 
session. I will first examine the matter thor- 
oughly, and, unless I tind glaring inequalities in 
the apportionment of 1891, I wili not call an 
extra session. Tne situation must be serious 
to induce me to convene the Legislature.” 

Justice Grant, in his opinion declaring the 
Senatorial gerrymander act of 1891 invalid, 
says: 

*-The Apportionment acts of 1891 and 1885 are un- 
constitutional and void. The Secretary of State is 
restraiued from issuing notices under the act of 
lsyvl, but pot under that of 1581, unless the Gov- 
ernor shali call a special session. 

“he act is unconstitutionai upon the quality of the 
appointment. A county to havetwo Senators must 
lave a ratio and a moievy of a ratio uf population. Un- 
less it be held that the question of the constitutional- 
ity of the act of 1485 has been removed by és being 
acquiesced ip at tiree eleciions, it is affected with 
lle samme Constitutional infirmity as the act of 1s¥1. 
It is my opinion that notices should be given under 
the act of 18865, as it has been acquiesced iv, but [ 
yieia to the opinions of my brethren, who think it 
should be under the act of 1851, which has not been 
brought in question.” 

Chief Justice Morse agrees with the opinion 
of Justice Grant. 

In granting ® mandamus in Supervisors of 
Houghton County vs. Secrectary of State, 
which declares the Representative Apportion- 
ment act of 1891 void, Justice Grant says it is 
not intended by the Constitution that a county 
should be divided in forming Representative 
districts, unless it be entitled to more than oue 
Representative, and then the division shall be 
made by the Board of Supervisors. It is clear 
that the constitutional provisions were vio- 
lated and ignored. If one county can be dis- 
membered, all can. Under themotety plan of ap- 
portionment, Houghton, Mevominee, Montcalm, 
Sunilac, Tuscola, and Macomb Counties would 
each be entitled to two Representatives. Of 
these six counties, if three were left out, it 
should be the three last named, as they have the 
least population, but the Legislature reversed 
the Constitutional order of preference and gave 
two Senators to the last-uamed three counties 
and but one each to the first three. The act of 
1891 is void, because it attempted to dismetn- 
ber Houghton County and violated the Cunsti- 
tution in giving the counties two RKepresenta- 
tives that had less population than the counties 
accorded but one. ~ 

An examination of the act 1881 shows it to 
have been within the coustitutional discretion 
of the Legislature, and the notices must be 
given under it unless the Legislature makes a 
new and valid apportionment in special session. 

The court arrives ata unanimous conclusion 
from practically the same standpoints, al- 
though the aps yey A in the opinions of Chief 
Justice Morse and of Justice MoGrath is not the 
sale. 





FOSTERS BAD BLUNDER. 


LABOR MEN EXCITED BY THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF EVANS, AN ALIEN. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 28.—The workingmen 
of the city are a good deal ‘‘hotter”’ than the 
weather to-day over Secretary Foster’s appoint- 
mentof the alien William Evans as Immigra- 
tion Inspector at $5 aday. The announcement 
that Evans is not a citizen, as made in THE 
TIMES and the Baltimore papers this morning, 
started the comment. Evans came over from 
Wales as a tin-plate worker. 

All the officers of the labor organizations here 


denounce the appointment, and say that no man 
should hold the office who is not an American. 
District Master Workman J. F. Schonfarber of 
the Knights of Labor, the most prominent labor 
leader in the city, says: 

**An tmmigrant, brought here to help estab- 
lish an infant industry, which won't establish 
even with useless expenditure by the Ameri- 
can people on tin plate. Mr. Evans ought to 
make an etlicient Inspector, and as ardent a 
protectionist as either Mr. Weihe or Mr. 
Gompers, because nothing convinces a man of 
the beneficent effects of the protective system 
so quickly as putting some of the results of it 
in his own pocket, even if the common laborers 
and workpeople generally do have to pay for it. 

“The appointinent by Secretary Foster of a 
man to such an important position without even 
knowing who and what he was, simply on the 
recommendation of two men representing 
large organizations of labor, proves that he did 
it to curry favor with these leaders and the 
men they represented and thereby help along 
his political party. The whole business is 
worthy of the Republican Administration and 
its claptrap methods.”

New Bethichem Proving Grounds. 

BETHLEHEM, Penn., July 28.—The first firing 
on the Bethlehem Iron Company’s new proving 
grounds was done this afternoon. The grounds 
are in a large stone quarry at Reddington, six 
miles from here. They are equipped with six- 
inch and eight-inch modern cannon, forged at 


the Bethlehem Iron Works and fabricated at 
the Washington Gun Foundry. 

To-day’s shooting was to obtain the velocity 
of an eight-inch gun. A projectile weighing 250 
pounds was fired with an eighty-one-pound 
charge of hexagonal prismatic powder. The 
velocity was 1,702 feet a second. As the stand- 
ard for charge and distance is 1,700 feot, but 
one round was necessary. The test was one of 
the most satisfactory in the history of modern 
ordnance. 

A twelve-inch Harveyized armor plate will be 
tested with the same gun on Saturday. 





Lawyer Bear Horsewhipped, 

Mapison, Ind., July 28.—Mrs. Theodore Fer- 
guson, through Bear & Bear, attorneys, placed 
on file a bill of services for $225 against the 
estate of Aaron Robbins, a horseman. All the 
other bills had been settled, and Frank Fergu- 
son, a son-in-law, enraged because he might 
have to take out letters of administration, after 
a discussion with Perry E. Bear, the senior 
member of the law firm and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of the district, horsewhipped him this 
morning on the public square. 

The affair created great excitement, and it 
was reported that two persons had been shot, 
but no weapons beyond the whip and Bear’s 
tists were used.

AN EX-BANKER'S SUICIDE 


GEORGE K. SISTARE SHOOTS HIM- 
SELF IN A CLUBHOUSE, 


STARTLING SCENE IN THE OLD STEW- 
ART MANSION—ONLY ONE WITNESS 
OF THE TRAGEDY—APPARENTLY A 
PREMEDITATED ACT—THE SUICIDE 
BELIEVED TOHAVE BEEN DEMENTED. 


George K. Sistare, one of the family of that 
name which started to do business on Wail 
Street more than a half century ago, and con- 
tinued to operate there until the firm of George 
K. Sistare’s sons went uader with a crash, April 
7, 1890, killed himself by putting a bullet 
through his brain in the reception room of the 
Manhattan Club, Fifth Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street, yeaterday morning. Mental do- 
rangement was undoubtedly the cause of the 
suicide. 

The only man who saw the suicide was Henry 
8. Bennett of 45 Broadway. Mr. Bennett lives 
at 518 Madison Avenue. He was for many years 
the legal adviser of George K. Sistare, the father 
of the suicide, who died about 1879, and acted 
in the same capacity for the sons. He is a mem- 
ber of the Manhattan Club. 

Mr. Bennott started to go up the handsome 
granite stairway that leads from VThirty-fourth 
Street tothe Manhattan Club, a few minutes 
after 10 o’clock yesterday morning. As be was 
entering the clubhouse, once the Stewart 
Mansion, he met George K. sistare. Mr. Ben- 
nett had notseen him for some time and was 
rather surprised to meet him then. 

*Hello!” exclaimed Mr. Sistare. 
just the man I want to sew.” 

“Good morning,” answered Mr. Bennett, “I 
am glad to see you. What can i do for you?” 

The men went into the clubhouse and Mr. 
Bennett led his visitor into the large reception 
room to the left of the corridor. They took seats 
upon a large sofa at the end of the room 
furthest from the entrance. Mr. Sistare did not 
appear to be agitated. 

Alter a little commonplace talk about the 
weather, Mr. bistare suddenly turned to Mr. 
Bennett and said, slowly, in a low voice: “I 
suppose you heard of that ugly rumor of my 
having tried to shoot my brother William a few 
days ago?”’ 

Mr. Bennett tried to turn the conversation, 
but Mr. Sistare would not have it. He talked in 
a Way that showed he was very bitter agaipst 
his brother. After going on for a time, in spite 
of Mr. Bennett’s efforts to check him, he raised 
his eyes, became a little more excitable in his 
talk, and said: 

“ But I did not mean to shoot him. There is 
nothing in that. Ti was very much exaggerated. 
I did notintend todo anything like that at all. 
I was not going to hurt him. You know I have 


always carried a pistol. I just happened to 
meet him in front of his house, and I pulled 
my pistol outof my pocket to show it to hii. 
He staggered back and cried, ‘ Don’t shoot,’ but 
I was oe to shoot, and [ just put the 
Lary: badK in my pocket. ‘hat is all there was 
n ” 

Mr. Bennett says Mr. Sistare began to get 
ere and more agitated as he went on in this 
strain. He could not check him. 

“IT have always carried a pistol, you know,” 
continued Mr. sistare. ‘‘ I have it with me now. 
See! Here itia.’”’ 

Mr. Sistare pulled the weapon from his hip 
pocket and got up from tbe sofa, faving Mr. 
Bennett. Then, Mr. Bennett says, the whole 
manner of the man seemed to change. In less 
time than it takes to tell it Mr, Sistare put the 
weapon to his head and fired three times. After 
the third shot he fell to the floor. 

The reports of the pistol in the reception room 
attracted the attention of all those in the club- 
house and of tlie passers-by on the street. ‘The 
club servants and a tew of the members, among 
them Excise Commissioner Holme, rushed into 
the room. They ran against Mr. Bennett as he 
was running out of the dvor. 

**He has shot himeelf,” cried Mr. Bennett. 

Mr. Holme went to the prostrate form of Mr. 
Sistare and raised his head. He was dead. There 
was abullet hole in his head just back or and 
above the rightear. The hole was so Jarge that 
blood and brain matter were running out aud 
st ining the tiled floor. The death wound had 
been made by the third shot. The first two had 
gone wide of the mark, ono striking a marble 
door casing twenty feet away, and the other 
imbedding itself in the wall. 

Policeman James M. Monaghan of the Nine- 
teenth Precinct, who was on his beat, was 
called in. He found the suicide as he had fallen, 
the revolver still clutched in his hand. Ho was 
dressed in a black coat and striped trousers and 
wore no vest. He wore no jewelry, and in his 
pockets were only 5 cents in money, a bunch of 
keys, and two cards. Each of the cards read: 

“ George K. Sistare, 241 West Seventy-fifth Street: 
Notify Lydecker, 120 Broadway.” 

Mr. Lydecker is the administrator of the af- 
fairs of Sistare’s Sons, and the fact that the sul- 
cide wrote the name on his cards is looked upon 
as evidence that his self-destruction was pre- 
meditated. 

A crowd of more than a thousand persons had 
gathered opposite the clubbouse in Thirty-fourth 
Street. Men tried to force their way in through 
the doors and climbed up on the window casings 
to look in. Word was passed around that a 
murder had been committed inside, and the 
erowd got very much excited. When the truth 
was learned the crowd dispersed. 

News of the suicide was taken to the West 
Thirtieth Street Police Station and a Coroner 
was summoned. Deputy Coroner Walsh arrived 
about ll o’clock. Policeman Monaghan had not 
allowed any one to touch the body. The Deputy 
Coroner authorized !ts removal and took the de- 

Ositions of Mr. Bennett and others. At noon 

Judortaker Kipp of 136 First Avenue took the 
body away. 

“About ten or twelve years ago,” Mr. Ben- 
nett said, “Mr. Sistare received a sunustroke. 
He was treated by Dr. Kernochan, but ever 
since he had been subject to irrational spells, 
and at times was actually insane. Soon after 
receiving the sunstroke he began to drink very 
heavily, andin 1886 his brother placed him in 
an asylum for inebriates. He bad drunk to ex- 
cess ever since at intervals, and at times became 
very despondent. He retired froin the firm of 
George K. Sistare’s Sons in 1886, and so was 
not involved in the collapse of the tirm, except 
for obligations assumed prior to his retirement. 
The claims against him didnot amountto a 
great deal, but he could not settle them, for he 
had been well-nizh penniless.” 

Mr. Sistare lived at 241 West Seventy-fifth 
Street with his stepmother. Only a servant 
could be seen there yesterday. She said George 
K. Siatare left the house apparently in a cheer- 
ful frame of mind about Zo clock in the morn- 
ing, after eating a hearty breakfast. Several 
years ago, according to the servant, Mr. Sistare, 
while ina delirium from fever, escaped from 
his nurse and fell down stairs, receiving in- 
juries which his family had since believed had 
permanently affected his brain. 

Mr. Sistare was aimember of the Travelers’ 
Club and other social organizations, but of late 
years had lived very quietly. He was about 
fifty years old and unmarried. He had a broth- 
er, W. H. M. Sistare, who lives at 30 East Gix- 
tieth Street, and a sister, Mrs. James Sanford, 
who lives at 14 East Seventy-fourth Street. At 
his home the servant said that; so far as his 
family knew, Mr. Sistare was never the owner 
of a pistol, and it was believed he had recently 
purchased the weapon with which he commit- 
ted suicide. 

At the home of W. H. M. Sistare nothing could 
be learned as to the attempts which George k. 
had recently made to shoot William. It is said 
that on Wednesday night George called on Will- 
iam and pleaded for a loan of money. There 
had been bitter feeling between them for years, 
according to report, George believing that Will- 
iam had not dealt fairly with him in money 
matters. Itis said that wheu William refused 
to give him money he threatened to kill him. 

The firra of Sistare’s Sons was founded by 
George K. Sistare, 8r.,and until some years 
after his death enjoyed a high reputation as a 
house that did a large bond business. There 
were various branches throughout the country. 
The elder Sistare took both of his sons into the 
business before his death in 1879. When George 
retired, in 1886, Harold Clemens became a part- 
ner with W. H. M. Sistare. Later Douglas Hil- 
ger became a partner and rau the Philadelphia 
business. He died about ainonth before the 
collapse of the firm, April 8, 1890. The other 
partners deciared that the failure was due to 
the fact that Hilger had embezzled hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of the firm’s as- 
sets, but this charge was always Jooked upon 
with doubt by the suffering creditors and the 
general public. 

The firm’s failure was ‘complete. When As- 
signee Henry J. Davison filed his schedules, 
they showed that against Mabilities of $1,657,- 
607.48 there were actual assets of only 
$40,124.63. George K. Sistare was a preferred 
creditor for $1,249.37. 

Bince the collapse of the firm, George K. Sis- 
tare had been trying to secure some employ- 
ment that would give him a living among the 
banking houses with which he used to do busi- 
ness. Although he bad not been a member of

for four years before ita failure, his name went 
against him, and none of those to whor he ap-

So far as itis known the claims against Mr. 
Sistare were not very heavy. He had to go 
through supplementary proceedings on a judg- 
ment for $3,037 held against him by the Farm- 
ers’ National bank of Catskill and for a judg- 
ment of $2,616 held by the Haverstraw Na- 
tional Bank. An attempt was made to satisfy 
these judgments by foreing W. H. M., Sistare to 
render an accounting of his father’s estate, of 
which he was theexeocutor. While the estate 
had been divided it was claimed that a fund of 
$40,000 had not been accounted for, and thatif 
it was accounted for, and George K. Sistare re- 
ceived his share, he could satisfy his creditors. 

W. H. M. Sistare and Harold Clemens, the 
members of the firm of George K. Sistare’s Sons 
atthe time of the failure, have been in the 
meshes of both the civil and the criminal law 
since. There have been many suits for the re- 
covery of propertiss alleged to have been con- 
verted, the Heckschers having been largely in- 
terested, among others, in their prosecution. 
Judgments when obtained have pot been satis- 
fied. Both Sistare and Clemens are under in- 
dictment for hypothecating securities placed in 
their hands, and will have to stand trial in the 
Court of General Sessions in the Fall. They 
spent some time in Ludlow Street Jail, but were 
released under heavy bonda.

Brown to for- 
ward to him the facts inthe case. Gov. Brown 
has received Lowman’s statement of the arrest 
and Justice Flood is now preparing his account 
of the trial. ‘

THE HEAT RECORD BROKEN 


NINETY-EKIGHT IN THE SHADE IN 
SWELTERING NEW-YORK. 


THE HARDEST DAY SINCE THE HOT 8PELL 
BEGAN—EIGHTY PROSTRATIONS AND 
A HEAVY DEATH RATE—COOLER IN 
OTHER SECTIONS—SOME RELIEF EX- 
PECTED BY TO-NIGHT. 


Yesterday was the hottest 28th day of July 
recorded in this city. Hudnut’s thermometer, 
which marks approximately the degree of hea’ 
in which citizens have to walk about the streets, 
registered 98° from 3:30 to4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and this was the maximum tempera- 
ture for theday. In the Signa) Service Office 
ontopofthe Equitable Building, the highest 
temperature was 944°, which maximum 0oo- 
ourred at 3:15 P. M. 

There was a heavy increase in humidity yes- 
terday over the day before, which made the 
slight rise in temperature from Wednesday’s 
record seem ten times as great as it really was. 
Yesterday’s greatest heat was only 2° more 
than the maximum of Wednesday, but the bu- 
midity was from 15 to 25 per cent. greater. 

Curious fluctuations both in temperature and 
humidity were noted at different hours, as if the 
atmosphere waa throbbing. The average hu- 
midity yesterday was 68 percent. The day 
before it had ranged from 40 to 60 per cent 
Although this is well down below the normal 
mark for humidity (72 per cent) the effect of 
the increase was to cause great suffering 
throughout the city. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday morning the Signal 
Service thermometer marked 75°, which is the 
highest minimum of heat registered during the 
night following any 27th of July. At 8 o’clook 


last night the same thermometer marked 838°, 
the highest temperature shown this year at 
that hour. 

The following table shows the Signal Service 
figures and those of Hudnut’s, beginning at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning: 
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The protraction of the intense heat through a 
period of seven days and nights tells terribly 
upou persons who tonight be able to sweat along 
through the usual three days’ run of hot weathet 
without serious exhaustion. Sergt. Dann said 
yesterday that the continuance of the heat was 
remarkable, but by no means unprecedented. 
He said that in the course of every Summer 
there came such along hot spell, varying in in- 
tensity. The present one was unusually severe, 
and was perhaps the worst New-\ork had had 
to endure since the famous hot spell of 1876, 
wheu the excessive heat continued for nine 
days. 

The record of this year’s hot spell is as fol- 
lows, beginning a week ago to-day:

From this table it will be seen that New- 
Yorkers had become more or less affected by 
three days of considerable heat before the 
severest weather came, aud that this intense 
heat has continued night and day with little 
relief since Monday morning. There have 
teen few thunder showers during this week of 
heat which have availed at all to lower the 
temperature, and then the relief was only fora 
few hours. Several showers have skirted the 
city to the northward, but during the last two 
days practically no rain bas fallen in or about 
the city. Last night a thunderstorm was noted 
about § o’clock at the Signal Service Office, but 
it played the same triek of passing off toward 
the northeast without cooling the air here at 
all. 

During the day yesterday there was no wind 
worth calling by that name. There was a feeble, 
fitful breeze, which came along slowly at inter- 
vals. Those persons who sat in the tops of the 
highest buildings could feel a little puff occa- 
siovally, but the great sweating majority who 
walked in the street did not ges a mouthful of 
it once in an hour. 

The thermometer in front of Hudnut’s was 
surrounded with a crowd at all hours of the 
day, particularly when the sun blazed down 
hottest. Between 2 and 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon the instrument was besieged by alittle 
knot, the members of which changed continu- 
ally, but which at no time contained less than 
ten or fifteen persons, each eager to see with 
hisown eyes the red column mounting high in 
the nineties. Those who saw it stand at 98° 
turned away with a shake of the head, in which 
there was an element of pride mingled with the 
discomfort. ‘They had been outin that wither- 
ing heat; they had seen the record for them- 
selves, and they were prepared to go home and 
brag about it. 

The Signal Service instruments at that hour 
reported that the light wind was blowing at the 
rate of eight miles an hour, but scarcely any of 
it got down into the atreets. 

Throughout the evening the air remained 
steaming hot, and the light wind only came at 
intervals. The up-town streets looked about as 
empty and dreary as acountry railway station 
on a hot Sunday afternoon. Everyvody who 
was afoot went heavily, and although some of 
the coolest of the roof gardens did «# fair basi- 
ness, it was clearly too hot for the people to go 
about the usual business of enjoying them- 
selves. 

The parks overflowed with weary men and 
women gasping for the fresh air of which there 
was notenough to go around. The multitude 
of babies and little children suffered as much as 
their elders, and in the tenement districts the 
scenes were beyond description. The police re- 
turns show that more than half tne very large 
number of deaths reported yesterday were of 
infants. 

On Sunday there were 179 deaths reported in 
this city; on Monday, 190; on Tuesday, 187; on 
Wednesday, 171, and yesterday the number in- 
creased to 198, making a total of ¥25for the five 
days. Of the 198 deaths yesterday, 106 were of 
children under five years of age, sixty-five were 
caused by diarrheal diseases, and nine were 
attributed directiy to the heat. 

Up to midnight last night the police had re- 
ported eighty cases of prostration by the heat. 
There were only elcven women among those 
prostrated. 

Three deaths from the heat and twenty-five 
cases of prostration were reported in Brooklyn, 
and the authorities of the City Hospital notified 
the police that they could take no more 8. 
Every cotinthe place was in use and there 
were more heat paticnts in the hospital than the 
nurses could care for. The other hospitals had 
plenty of room. 

On Staten Island one death and two prostra- 
tions were reported. A man felléo the side- 
walk just outaide of the 8t George ferryhouse 
at 11:30 o’clock. An ambulance was summoned 
to carry him to the Smith Imfirmary, but he 
died before reaching that place. Coroners 
Hughes and Schafer had an exciting race for 
the body. They reached the infirmary together, 
but Schafer sprang into the ambulance two feet 
ahead of Hughes. 

Charles Goldatone, the only mail deliverer on 
Coney Island, was overcome by the heat at 
West Brightyn Beach. No mail was delivered 
in the afternoon. 

The ge heat was general yesterday only 
over the eastern partofthe country, and a 

romise of cooler weather within twenty-four 
toune was given. The Ohio Valley and the 
Middle Atlantic States were still covered by the 
warm wave, but everywhere west of the Missis- 
sippi River the weather was decidedly cooler. 

The cool wave reached the central valleys yes- 
terday morning, giving both Chicago and St. 
Louis a temperature of only 76° at 8 o'clock. 
The mercury there was still falling at that time. 

Throughout ne far Western Btgtes the tem- 
perature was r sfill, and the “ovlest place 
jn the country yesterday was the town of 
Havre, in Montana, where the mercury fell to 
2° below the freezing point, a ree of 10° from 
the record of Wednesday. ‘The hottest place 
wae Abilene, Texas, where the highest temper- 
ature of the day was 98°. 

At Washington several prostrations from the 
heat occurred, but toward evening the tempera- 
ture fell, and the Signal Service Bureau pre- 
dicted cooler weather to-day. The clerks in the 
Executive departments of the Government 
were again dismissed at 2 P. M. on acconnt of 
the heat. 

HOT ALL OVER THE STATE, 

Heat of 96° and excessive humidity were re- 
ported from Albany last night. Fwo men were 
prostrated at Newburg. One thermometer in 
Troy registered 102° in the shade. In Ithaca 


and Schenectady similar conditions prevailed, 
with no wind stirring. At Amsterdam more 
than 200 persons were obliged to leave their 
work in the factories. 

Great mortality among children was reported 
in the towns of Datchess County. Nine children 
have died in since Monday. 
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. PBATALITIES IN NEW-JERSEY. 

Deaths due to heat were reported from numer 
ous New-Jersey towns and oities, including 
Jersey City, Trenton, Union, and Newark. In 
the latter city the heat killed five persons. 

Work was stopped in Graham & Co.’s brick 
yards at Bordentown because of the heat, the 
temperature in the clay banks being 125°. 

COOLER IN NEW-ENGLAND, 

An east wind began to blow yesterday in Bos- 
ton, driving the mereury down to 722° at 2 P. 
M., from 93° marked the day before at the same 
hour. Two fatal cases of prostration were re- 
ported there yesterday morning. 

It was one degree hotter at Worcester yester- 
day than the day before, and the humidity was 

eater. A number of prostrations occurred, 

t was still growing hotter at Springfield, but a 
breeze was blowing. 

Reports from Providence, Newport, and New- 
Haven told of continued heat, but clearer air, 
with fresh winds, Hartford missed the wind, 
however, and the people in the street walked in 
atemperature of 101-, It was the hottest day 
known in Hartford since 1876, when nearly 300 
persons were prostrated. 

COOLING OFF IN THE WEST. 

Seventeen fatal cases of suustroke and eight 
prostrations were reported in Chicago yester- 
day up to lo’clock P.M. The heat was mod- 
erating rapidly at that hour. 

At Winnipeg the mercury stood at 42°, and 
the weather was much cooler in Minneapolis 


and St. Paul. Five laborers died in Milwaukee 
yesterday and the day before of sunstroke, and 
there were about twenty prostrations. The 
thermometer ranged from 5° to 95», but fre- 
quent showers cooled the air. 

During a thunderstorm a picnic party took 
refuge undera tree on Rodney's Island, Wis. 
The tree was struck by lightning and three 
boys were killed. 

There were thirteen prostrations from the 
heat in Cincinnati, two of which were fatal. The 
cases of sunstroke were fewer, but the patients 
Were more severely aitected. Many prostra- 
tions and one death occurred in West Bay City, 
Mich., where the thermometer ranged from 98° 
to 102° in the shade. 


RAINS IN THE SOUTHWEST. 

Rain fell on, Wednesday night all over the 
Stave of Kansas, saving the corn crop, which 
had been in danger of destruction from the hot 
wiuds. Uundreds of acres of corn had begun 
to turn brown, but the timeiy rains will restore 


them to good condition. Much damage was 
done to the various crops by high winds in the 
uorthwestern part of the State. A fall of 202 
in temperature tollowed the storm. 
rHUNDERSTORMS ON THE COAST. 

A thunderstorm sent the mercury down in 
Baitimore yesterday, anda good wind blew all 
day.

BETWEEN 150 anpd 200 KILLED 
THE HEAT IN TWO DAYS. 


The sweltering, broiling heat was particularly 
severe upon tbe horses attached to cars 
Wagons, drays, carts, and other vehicles yeater- 
day. The poor beasts, with heads down, nos- 
trils distended, and the sweat pouring frem 
their bodies, dragged their burdens along over 
the hot cobblestones and pavements as best 
they could, many falling by the way and others 
showing signs of weakness in time to allow life- 
saving remedies to be applied. 

The car lines about town cut off some of the 
regular trips during the middie of the day and 


yrovided relays of teams along the routes to re- 
ieve their animals. 

On the Broadway and Seventh Avenue lines 
from 11 A. M. to4 P. M. no attempt was made 
to run on time. The drivers were instructed to 
take out a team that showed any sign of giving 
way. As soon asa horse was noticed panting 
hard and not sweating he was unhitehed, the 
harnesa thrown off, and he was led toa spot in 
the shade, where cold water was applied to the 
head aud some strong tonic given. 

About 3 o’clock a TiMes reporter rode from 
Chambers to Grand Street on Broadway, and 
the carin going that distance changed teams 
aight times. That meant that eight teams had 
given out ahead. The company had patrol 
horses along Broadway, but there was more 
work than they could do, and this, too, in spite 
ofthe dozen or more teams kept as relays on 
Thirteenth Street. The company’s stable bosses 
auid that by the great care exercised only a few 
horses had died. 

The animals, after being taken to the stables, 
rubbed down, and bathed, seemed little re- 
freshed when starting out on another trip. 
They came out of the stalls with no show of 
life, exhibiting just about as much energy as 
have many men during these wilting days. 

Between 150 and 200 horses died in this city 
on Wednesday and yesterday. Most of these 
belonged to private owners, and were removed 
by the city contractors. 

The ambulance of the American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals was kept 
on the jump day and night. In thirty-six hours 
twenty-five borses which had been overcome 
in the strect were cared for. At5 o’clock yes- 
terday six orders on the books could not be at- 
tended to at once because of the number of 
calls. The Superintendent said that in all his 
axperience be had never known the heat to 
bave such telling effects upon horses and other 
animals. When horses were overcome, he said, 
the best treatment was at once to strip off the 
harness, bathe the animal's head with cold 
water, and administer a strong tonic. In most 
cases it was preferable to let the horse lie out 
of doors, for the airin nearly all stables was 
stifling. 

The society has not made an arrest this week 
for cruelty to the poor beasts about town. 
The Superintendent said this fact spoke well 
forthe humapity of the drivers, who, for the 
most part, shdéwed much more consideration for 
the horses than they did seme years ago. 


Attempt to Wreck a Train. 

A bold attempt to wreck a train on the Long 
Island Railroad between Whitestone and Col- 
lege Point was made last evening. The train 
due at Whitestone at 9 o'clock had just rounded 
a curve about a mile west of the station when 
the engineer saw ip the light of the rays of the 
headlight a large rock lying in the middle of 
the track. He immediately reversed the 
engine and succeeded in slowing up sufficiently 
go that when the cowcatcher struck the rock, 


the weight of which was nearly 200 pounds, it 
was sent spinning «head. The only barm 
fione was 4 slight damage to the cowcatcher. 
The passengers were badiy frightened. There 
je no doubt entertained but that the outrage 
was the work of train wreckers. This is the 
second attempt to wreck the same train made 
within a week. There is no clue to the perpe- 
‘ srators.

STRIKER HELD FOR MURDER 


JUDGE MAGEE REFUSES TO ADMIT 
CRITCHLOW YO BAIL, 


WITNESSES SWEAR THAT THEY SAW 
HIM SHOOT FROM BEHIND THE BAR- 
RICADE—THE NEWS OF THE JUDGE’S 
DECISION CAUSES, A SENSATION IN 
HOMESTEAD—CONSTABLES BUSY. 


PITTSBURG, July 28.—One of the strikers, Syl- 
vester Critehlow, has been heli for murder in 
the first degree by Judge Magee. The offense is 
not bailable, and Critchlow will remain in jail 
until September, when the Quarter Sessions 
Court willopen. This news created a sensation 
in Homestead, and led to «a further exodus on 
the part of those strikers who participated in 
the riot, and who suspect that warrants have 
been issued for their arrest. Yesterday and to- 
day constables were searching Homestead for 
suspects with no success. 

Up to this afternoon the general tone of the 
strikers has been one of confidence in their 
ability to avoid the charge of murder, on the 
ground that there were no witnesses outside of 
theirown men, and that they were therefore 
perfectly secure. To-day, however, when 
Critchlow was arraigned before Judge Magee 
not more than a dozen persons were in court, 
60 sanguine Were the strikers that bail would 
be allowed. The Prosecuting Attorneys were 
present and Messrs. John F. Cox and W. J. 
Brennan for the prisoner. 

J.N. Dixon, a clerk of the company, was 
called, and said that he wasin the mill yard on 
the morning of July 6. He saw Critchlow be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock in front of the office with 
agunonp his shoulder. He was marching to- 
ward the main gate. He could not say whether 
Critchlow went through the gateornot. He 
Was Within three feet of the witness. There 
were two or three persons with Critchlow. 
Witness said that there was a good deal of fir- 
ing going on, but he was perfectly cool. The 
other men bad no guns, but some had clubs. 
He said that the reason he was not excited was 
because he was a guardsman and had heard fir- 
ing before. 

H. H. Hervey, assistant paymaster of the 
company, Was at the mill at 8 o’clock in the 
morning and saw Critchlow about 8:30 in the 
road ip front of the ollice going toward the 
main gate. He had an army musket and was 
walking rapidly. He was the only mau in the 
crowd who hada gun. There was firing going 
on at thattime down where the barges were, 
and Critchlow was going toward that point. 

Samuel Stewart, clerk in the company’s mill, 
went up at 8:12 aud saw the main gate open 
and about a dozen men there. All had clube; 
some had arms. Iie tried to go in the office 
gate, but Was stopped by the men. He saw 
Critchlow with a musket on his shoulder going 
toward the open gate. Lie was the first man 
witness saw withagun. He saw him again at 
4 in the afternoon. 

He was behind the barricade nearest the 
barges, about seventy-five feet. The bank was 
twenty feet high. The barges could be plainiy 
seen from the barricade. Witness described the 
barricade, which was made of steel beams and 
tire-brick, between which were holes through 
which the barges could be seen. Critchlow was 
back of the barricade with hig gun through the 
holes, and he saw him fire his gun toward the 
barges. He only saw him shoot once. He was 
kneeling onthe ground. Other men were there 
also shooting. Witness was back of the barri- 
cade about twenty minutes. During the testi- 
mony of this witness Critchlow was visibiy 
affected, and the — Cor stood on his fore- 
head in great drops. He was yery nervous. 

Witness said that there were elght men there 
with guns, and all were firing at thebarges. He 
was within three feet of Critchlow. He saw 
Critchlow pull the trigger, heard the report of 
the gun, and saw the flash. He followed a man 
with a gun behind the barricade, but he is not 
any of them eo far arrested, and has disap- 
peared. The barricade was built that morniny. 

“Are you not altogether mistaken? Don’t 
you know Critchlow was not there that day?” 
asked the defendant's lawyer. 

‘“‘No, Sir; I know he was there.” 

“You furnished uw list of the men you saw 
there, did yout” 

** Yes, Sir.” 

Jndge Magee said: “This is a very different 
casé from O’Donnell’s case. Here you havea 
man with a gun who stood behind a barricade 
and fired his gun and a man is killed in tront of 
the barricade. I think I did no harm in permit- 
ting O'Donnell and Ross to goon vail. It bas 
taught them a lesson. Here is acase where I 
am very much disinclined to take bail. When 
you get men with guns on their shonlders shoot- 
ing from behind barricades, and men are killed, 
it comes close to murder in the first degree. 
Mr. O’Donnell’s policy ali the time was for 
peace. This man’s case was all the time for 
war and bloodshed. Any man who stood by 
and saw men shoot and did not try to stop it is 
equally guilty.’’ 

Mr. Brennan argued that as Connors was shot 
at 11, the shot tired by Critchlow at 4 P. M. 
could not have killed him. Judge Magee re- 
plied: * Well, he might have been there all the 
time and we cannot admit him to bail. I will 
not undertake to release him on bail. He, so 
far a8 we know, was the leader of this riot. 
The testimony shows that he was the only man 
seen going into the mill yard with a gun. Under 
the law he is responsible for the death of this 
aon O'Connor and must be committed to jail for 
triai.’’ 

James Close, another striker charged with 
murder, was held in $10,000 bail.

WHAT SUPERINTENDENT O’MARA HAS TO 
SAY OF HIS PRISONER, 


PITTSBURG, July 28.—Superintendent Roger 
O'Mara arrived here to-night on the Pennsy!l- 
vania limited with Anarchist Mollick, whom he 
arrested at Long Branch yesterday for com- 
plicity in the attempted assassination of Frick. 
From thirty to fifty sallow-complexioned, 
shaggy-bearded, long-haired individuals curi- 
ously watched at a respectful distance the 
Superintendent and his prisoner when they 
alighted from the train. Mollick was taken to 
the Central Police Station, in Oak Alley, and 
was locked in acell next to that occupied by 
his fellow-Anarchist Bauer. Neither, however, 
was aware of the close proximity of the other. 

The Superintendent was shown the Long 
Branch dispatch announcing the arrest of Chief 
Layton of that town for permitting Mollick to 


leave the State without process of law. O’Mara 
laughed and observed: ** I don’t see what objec- 
tion can be made when Mollick himself left the 
State of hisown volition. He signed the paper 
waiving extradition without coercion and came 
along willingly. I wanted to make informa- 
tion against him, but Chief Layton said, ‘ Oh, 
take him along, he has practically surrendered 
himself.’

When the Chief was questioned about Mol- 
lick’s complicity he said: ‘* Mollick denies bay- 
ing had anything to do with Berkinmann. He ad- 
mits that he sent Berkmann money. He declares 
he has noteeen Berkmann since last April, and 
is unable to understand how Herkmann digcov- 
ered where he lived. The Chief said that the 
so-called Philadelphia Anarchists who have been 
mentioned in the case said that they had refused 
to have anythin to do with Berkmann 
because they regarded him as a Nihilist, while 
they were Socialists. Berkmann went to one of 
their meetings in Philadelphia and gave ex- 
pression to some of his theories, and was 
promety ejected. The Chief said ip conclusion 
that the letters he had found in Mollick’s room 
were written in German, and had been left in 
‘ He also expressed 
his belief that Herr Most was not involved in 
the scheme to assassinate Mr. Frick, because of

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them all institutions of rule and exploitation of men 
by men. The people, blsoding irom a thousand 
we nds, on hearing the pistol shots from Pittsburg, 
exe : ‘ Hail, Brotus!’” 

Anarchist Timmermann, one of Miss Gold- 
mann’s friends and associates, says that Assassin 
Berkmann belonged to the autonomous group of 
Anarohists whe believed that every member 
should take revenge for his own wrongs without 
consulting any one. They held meetings, he 
said, but if any member wishes to kill a man he 
goes and kills him without consulting anybody 
else. 

Timmermann saysthat if Anarchy prevailed 
noone would have to work more than two or 
three hours a day.

WORKMEN FOR HOMESTEAD. 


THIRTY-FIVE SENT FROM 
THIS CITY. 


The train which left the Pennsylvania Station 
in Jersey City at 6 o’clock last evening for the 
West carried thirty-five workmen for the Car- 
negie Mills at Homestead. The morning papers 
of yesterday contained advertisements for 
blacksmiths, enginéers, pipefitters, riveters, 
painters, bricklayers, and laborers, ‘‘to go out 
o{ the city,” and applicants were told to apply 
at the New-York Employment Bureau, 756 
Broadway. The bureau, which has a branch in 
Philadelphia at 928 Arch Street, is conducted 
by D, J. Cotter, whose son told a reporter of 
Tur TiMEs yesterday that he was requested two 
weeks ago by Manager Hoffman, the head of 
the Philadelphia branch of the Carnegie Com- 
pany, to secure 200 first-class workmen of the 
clasp advertised for yesterday morning to go 
to Homestead. 

Nearly allof the 200 men had already been 
engaged, Mr. Cotter said. Each man had been 
told where he was to go, and very few of them 
had manifested any trepidation. Not one of the 
accepted applicants had changed his mind when 
lnfeqwond that his destination was to be Home 
stead. 

The workmen who left last night were mostly 
riveters, and union men. Those who left on the 
6 o'clock train were accompanied by J. Douvo- 
van, a Pittsburg employer of the Carnegie Com- 
pany. Another party will leave to-day or to- 
morrow.

STILL GOING HOME. 


WHAT GEN. SNOWDEN SAYS OF THEIR 
WORK—THE EVICTED FAMILIES. 


HOMESTEAD, Penn., July 28.—Gen. Bnowden 
and the balance of his staff left for Philadelphia 
this afternoon. Allthe troops have gone except 
the Fifth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Regiments, 
four companies of the Tenth, the Sheridan 
Troop, and Battery B. Over 800 men are at 
work in the mills. 

Before leaving Homestead Gen. Snowden 
said: “ The troops have behaved admirably, 
the discipline being almost perfect. I am well 
satistied with the showing. It is deplorable 
indeed, that a condition exists which necessi- 


tates the calling out of the State militia every 
two or three years to suppress troubles 
arising out of wage disputes. Sume otber 
means of settling these troubles should 
he arrived at. Gen. Wylie and the command 
which is to remain will be here as long as there 
is apy prospect of trouble and will ussist the 
Sheriff in any way he may deem necessary tor 
public weifare.”’ 

Itis probable to-night that, as a result of 
the arrests to-day, a counter-charge will be 
made by one of the locked-out men for 
conspiracy against General ‘Superintend- 
ent Jobn Potter of the steel works 
here. Hearing thatinformations were out for 
aggravated riot, Burgess John McLuckie, Hugh 
koss, and Elmer Bailie went to littsburg 
this afternoon and surrendered them- 
selves to Alderman McMasters and were bailed 
in $2,000. On their return to Homestead Bailie 
stated that the suit against him was purely out 
of spite and that he would sue Mr. Potter. 

Twenty-two families of striking laborers who 
lived in company houses on Shanty Hill moved 
out this evening, it being the expiration of the 
time for the mento go to work for the com- 
pany or leave the residences. 

This evening a number of the strikers boarded 
a coal train on the Pemicky road, passing 
through the works, and hurled lumps of fuel at 
the non-union men. To-night orders were 
issued to the Provost Guard to search all trains 
entering the yards to prevent a recurrence of 
this outbreak.

DEMOCRATS OF WYOMING,

WOMEN DELEGATES PLAY A _ PROMI- 
NENT PART IN THE CONVENTION, 

Rock ®&perRINGS, Wyoming, July 28.—The State 
Democratic Convention which ended here this 
evening was the greatest eventin the political 
history of the State. The advice given 
in ex-Chairman S&toll'’s great speech of 
yesterday was followed closely. John 
E. Osborne, a wealthy young wool baron 
of Carbon County, was nominated for 
Governor on the thirty-seventh ballot. Up to 
that time the leaders in the contest were Kabis 
of Cheyenne and Hurt of Casper, with Halliday 


of Laramie a good third and Osborne an indif- 
ferent field choice. 

The combination against Kabis was aimed at 
his town. Hurt was objectionable on account 
of his ultra-rustler ideas, and Halliday be- 
cause he was a high license man, and 
besides bad once suffered defeat on a 
territorial ticket. ‘he ompete to Osborne was 
easily eflected when Kabis pulled out All 
except Hurt’s immediate followers are pleased 
with the defeat of the rustier idol. Osborne 
will receive the united and enthusiastio support 
of the party, but the Kepublicans, who seated 
their executive with a majority of over 2,0V0, 
think they can beat the Kawlins man. 

Pp, A. Coffeen of sheridan County was named 
for Congress. He wust do battle with C D. 
Clark, the State’s present Kepresentative. Cof- 
feen helped frame the State Constitution and 
was once President of Main University. The 
candidate for Justice of the Supreme Court is 
Gibson Clark of Cheyenne. The charge against 
him will be that he was a Corpora! in the Con- 
federate brigade of Gen. Price. 

At one time during the balloting for Governor 
it seemed likely that a woman would be the can- 
didate. Mrs. lL. N. Bard, who has a ranch in 
Laramie County, received 37 votes, and but 9 
more were required for a majority. In aspeech 
ably reviewing the platiorm and counseling 
harmony she withdrew her name. Mrs. Hawil- 
ton of Evanaton, another woman delegate, re- 
ceived ten complimentary votes. 

The platform is an adroit document. It was 
built by the editor of a country weekly, and 
is considered remarkable for its probable 
vote-goring powers. It indorses the Chi- 
cago platform, demands free silver, and 
refers to Homestead = and 400 other 
strikes as resulting from protection. The War- 
ren Arid Land bill, now pendingin the Senate, 
was condemned, but they want the land for the 
State conditionally. One provision is that the 
grazing areas shail be for common use and shall 
never be leased or the invasion of Johnson 
County permitted by rustiers or hunters, The 
platform says that Democrats learned with 
shame that the Government allowed an arined 
body to come within the borders for the pur- 
pose of killing citizens and burning their houses.

SHATTERED BY AN EXPLOSION, 


CHEMICAL WORKS AT SPRINGFIELD 
DESTROYRD—ONE MAN MISSING, 


ORANGE, N. J., July 28.—The little town of 
Milburn and the surrounding country was 
shaken at 7:55 o’clock to-night by a terrific ex- 
plosion, which shook the houses and 
ground and caused terror to the inhabitants for 
several miles about. The explosion occurred 
at the Celluloid Zapon Works at Springfield, a 
mile and a half south of Short Hills, and the 
concussion was heard as far away as the City of 
Newark. 

The works where the explosion took place are 
in ruins, and the houses near the factory are 


wrecked, while for a radius of two miles there 
is hardly a pane of glass unbroken. One man, a 
negro, employed in the mill, is missing. His 
name cannot be learned. 

The factory is situated in a hollow about a 
mile from Short Hills, and is operated by the 
Frederick Crane Chemical Company of New- 
York, which has an office at 14 Barclay 
Streét. The company manufactured varnish 
and patent brass and ailiver lacquers, 

The works included about twenty briok build- 
ings, which were erected five years ago. Since 
then'the works have been burned down three 
times. About twenty men are employed in the 
factory. 

At 6 o’olock to-night all the men left the 
works, except the engineer, fireman, watchman, 
and the colored workman. The latter should 
have left, but lingered in factory No. 
13 to finish some work. In this building 
was stored a quantity of guncotton, and it is 
probable that the negro in some manuer ex- 
ploded this. 

A large crowd soon gathered about the factory, 
which caught fire immediately. A volunteer 
tire department was formed and an 
effort made to prevent the spreading of the 
flames. The laboratory next to factory No. 13, 
however, burned down. The firemen, fearing 
another explosion, were afraid to venture near 
the buildings. 

Arumor was circulated that all four men in 
the works had perished, but at the heat of the 
excitement all were discovered in the crowd éx- 
cept the negro. Atabout10:30 o'clock the fire 
burned itself out. 

Two frame houses near the works, occupied 
by George Hessler and Justice of the Peace 
Georgh Mulford, were razed almost to the 
ground. Mrs. Hessler, who is ill,was prostrated 
by the shock, and her life is in danger. The 
Mulford family were bruised and cut to some 
extent, but no one was seriously injured. Mr. 
Mulford says that some time ago Superintend- 
ent Craue told him that no dangerous ex- 
plosives were used in the works, and he 
threatens to sue for damages. 

Pitcher & MandGa’s conservatories at Short 
Hills, which cover about five acres, were badly 
damaged, nearly three acres of giass being 
broken. The train due at Orange at 8:14 was 
passing Short Hills at the time, and the shock 
threw passengers from their seats. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., July 28.—The terrific ex- 
plosion at*the Crane Chemical Works was dis- 
tinotly felt in this city, nine miles distant. The 


Bowker fertilizing factory, one mile south of 
here, on Staten Isiand Sound, was 60 
badly shaken that the wall cracked in sev- 
eral places, and even some of the big 
beams cracked. The watchman making his 
rounds was knocked flat, and ali the clocks in 
the building stopped. The factory is built on 
piles, and therefore the force of the concussion 
Was greater there than anywhere eleein this 
vicinity.

THE BELDEN-HISCOCK WAR BREAKS OUT 
AFRESH IN ONONDAGA. 


Syracusz, N. Y., July 28.—The first meeting 
which the Republican City Committee has held, 
called for the purpose of naming the time and 
places for holding the caucuses in the Congres- 
sional election, was held to-night in 
the Assembly Room of the new - City 


Hall. It was the most disgraceful fracas of all 
the broils of the contest between Congressman 
James J. Belden and his opponents of the His- 
cook-Hendrioks ring. The shouts, hisses, groans, 
and threats of the meeting could be heard at 
the hotels several blocks away and in the heat 
of the turmoil the delegates were standing on 
their seats yelling and calling for the blood of 
Clarence G. Brown, a Hiscock man, the Chair 
man of the Committee. 

Brown did everything in his power to enlarge 
the Belden forces. He overruled them right 
and left, refused to es, egy: them, though they 
werein a goodly number, the vote standing: 
Hiscock men, 40; Belden men, 28. 

The trouble began in the naming of substi- 
tutes. The Hiscock-Hendricks people offered a 
number of substitutes, which the Beldenites 
openly declared to be forgeries. The word was 
uttered by Attorney Joseph Bondy, a Belden 
leader in the Seventh Ward. 

Ex-Mayor Cowie offered the alleged forged 
substitute and was recognized by the Chair in 
manifest misruling. 

Mr. Bondy, who had the floor when Mr. Cowie 
arose,  vdetamy ig in vigorous terms against 
the rulings of the Chair. He claimed a 
right to be heard in a Republican 
meeting and did not propose to ba bulldozed. 
A storm of hisses came from the side of the 
house that was insisting upon fair play. 

The Chairman, who had said repeatedly 
that he was not going to take any 
more abuse, said that the business would 
not proceed until Bundy sat down. Another 
volley gf hisses and cries of “Give 
us fair play,” and *‘Can't we have justice ina 
Republican meeting:” greeted the Chairman, 
Bondy advanced to the front of the hall and 
demanded recognition. The Chair ruled that 
ex-Mayor Cowie had the right of way. 

Bondy would not be seated. He shouted: 
* Asa Republican and a gentleman I won't be 
bulldozed.” 

The Chair was unyielding and Bondy moved 
an adjournment. He was not recognized. When 
Cowie arose again there were yells and jeers 
from all sides, and he retorted: “I hope you 
will act like men and not like Indians. While 
we fight let us fight decently.”’ 

Pandemonium then reigned supreme. Cries 
of *Puthim out!” arose from the Beldenites, 
and John Bedford, Jr., a seventh Ward: Belden 
leader, leaped to the platform and squared off to 
attack Chairman Brown. The latter kept Bed- 
ford at bay witha heavy cane, which he had 
been using in place of the gavel. 

The men were separated with difficulty. Some 
one had called the police from the station in the 
rear of the building, and their presence alone 
put a quietus on the proceedings. There were 
numerous set-tos between delegates on both 
sides before the uproar was stopped. 

The struegle was on this ground: The Bel- 
denites wanted all the caucuses, city and 
county, fixed for the same day, expecting a 
clean sweep. The Hiscock men sought to have 
them held on different days, hoping to be able 
to disrupt the belden forces. 

Looking atit in this light, to-night’s meeting 
isin part a Hiscock victory, for only the city 
caucuses were fixed, Aug. 2 being named. 
There ia litile doubt, however. that Belden will 
ot his own Way whenever the caucuses are 

eld. 

The Republican Party here is completely de- 
moralized by the fierce faction war which is 
raging. The united Democracy has the best 
chance for success that has turned up in many 
& year. 





Major Tanner Will Not Serve. 

CuHiIcaGo, July 28.—Major John R. Tanner 
will decline the position tendered him on the 
Executive Committee of the National Ke- 
publican Committee at the next meet- 
ing of that body, so he announced to- 
day. Major Tanner tendered his declination 
at the meeting of the committee in New-York a 


week ago last Saturday, but at the instance of 
several leading members withdrew it until such 
time as the establishment of a branth head- 
quarters at Chicago had been determined on. 

Major Tanner wus appointed at the instance 
of ex-Attorney General Michener of Indiana be- 
cause of his familiarity with the politica of the 
Western States. But at the time the ap- 
pointmont was made the Democratic organs 
east and west criticised it, saying that it was 
contrary to the civil service law for a Federal 
official to hold any position in connection with 
the committee. 

Mr. Tanner examined the law at the time and 
came to the conclusion that his acceptance 
of the position would be contrary to the 
spirit if not the letter of thelaw. His more 
mature deliberations have decided him that the 
position he took at first was correct. Mr. Tan- 
ner will attend the next meeting of the commit- 
tee and formally decline to serve.

REPUBLICANS OF MINNESOTA NOMINATE 
A STATE TICKET. 


8t. PauL, July 28.—The convention was late 
in assembling, and even after being called to 
order at 2:30 was unable to get down to work 
at once, on account of the committees not hav- 
ing completed their work. William Henry 
Eustis of Minneapolis presented a resolu- 
tion eulogizing James G. Blaine, sympathizing 
with him in his recent afflictions, and express- 
ing the hope that he may again be called into 
service after having enjoyed a hard-earned rest. 
The resolution was adopted by arising vote, 
with cheers. 

A number of other favorite speakers, includ- 
ing Alden J. Blethen, Gov. Barto, National Com- 
mitteeman Evans, aud others were called for 
and responded briefly. Finally, at 4:15, the 
Committee on Credentiais reported and the re- 
port was adopted. State Senator Lawley pre- 
sented a resolution piedgiug the party to the 
re-election of United States Senator Davis. The 
resolution was greeted and adopted with cheers 
by arising vote, 

The Committee on Resolutions had been in 
session all the afternoon, the chief matter 
under consideration being the question of loca 
option. It was discussed at considerabie 
length, and finally the committee decided 
not to mention that subject in the plat- 
form, Through its Chairman the Resolu- 
tions Committee reported the platform which 
indorses the national platform and the Admin- 
istration of President Harrison; favors all wise 
means to secure to every citizen a free 
ballot and a fair count; opposes trusts 
and favors legislation to eradicate and 
repress the evil; believes in protection of la- 
borers; recommends a board of arbitration for 
settling disputes between labor and capital; 
regards the employment of armed men 
by other than the proper authorities of 
the State as un-American and tending to 
promote lawlessness and a breach 
of the peace; favors protection for farmers; 
approves and readopts the resolution adopted 
at the last State Convention urging upon Con- 
greas the passage of the Washburn-Hatch Anti- 
Option bill. The platform was adopted by a 
rising vote. 

The temporary organization was then made 
permanent, and nominations for Governor be- 
ing in order, the Hon. James A. Tawney of 
Winona presented the name of ex-Congressman 
Knute Nelson for that position. The Rey. Dr.Sam 
Smith of St. Paul presented the name of ex-Gov. 
A. R. McGill, but Mr. MeGill had begged that 
delegation not to present his name, as he pre- 
ferred party success to factional fights. Frank 
Davis of Hennepin County and others seconded

READY FOR PRISON GARB. 


———<—— 
WORST OF JERSEY CITY’S BALLOT-BOX- 
STUFFING GANG IN COURT. 


The very worst of the gang of Jersey City 
ballot-box stuffers came to grief in Judge Lip- 
pincott’s court yesterday. The four were known 
asthe No. 3 Engine House gang. They were 
Michael Hughes, James Scanlon, Michael 
Cassidy, and Theodore Schultze. Hughes 1s a 
driver at No. 3 Engine House for the ring. 
Cassidy holds a ring place as Weighmaster at 
the City Water Works. After his indictment for 
this crime thering gave Scanlon a clerkship in 
the Tax Commissioners’ office. Schultze hap- 
pens to be a Republican, and the ring seems to 
have negleoted to reward him for his participa- 
tion in the offense. 

These men are known as the No. 3 Engine 
House gang because it was at that engine 
house that they acted as election officers at the 


Gubernatorial election of 1889. When they 
began the canvass of the vote on election night 
a great throng of men who suspected them 
gathered to watch them and prevent frauds. 
In the midst of the count the fire gong was 
sounded by Hughes, it is said. The horses, re- 
leased from their stalls, galloped into the throng 
of on-looking citizens and scattered them in all 
directions, 

Taking advantage ofthe excitement, the elec- 
tion officers ran olf with the ballot box, carried 
ittoa room overhead, locked the door, and, 
under pretense of finishing the count, manipu- 
lated it to suit themselves. The citizens who 
had gathered to look on crowded up stairs after 
them, but a detachment of police from the Sec- 
oud Precinct drove them back with their clubs 
and guarded the privacy of the room to which 
the Election Board had retired. Protests on 
the part of the crowd went for nothing. 
“Christy”? Smith, who was Captain of the Sec- 
ond Precinot Police at the time, has since been 
made Superintendent of Police by the ring 
Police Board. 

When the ballot box was opened it was found 
that there were three instances of double vot- 
ing, 116 oases of alphabetical votes—names 
copied into the poll book in the same order in 
which they appeared on the registry—and fir- 
teen Smiths were voted, though only one Smith 
Was registered. One wan, marked “dead” on 
the registry list, turned up as a voter on the poll 
list. The fraud in the count was shown when a 
recount of the ballots revealed 384 ballots for 
the Democratic candidate for Senator and the 
tally sheet gave him 411, while the 101 ballots 
bearing the name of the Republican candidate 
shrunk to 79 on the tally sheet. Kelly's 238 bal- 
lots as candidate for Freeholder were marked up 
to 497 onthe returns. There were 45 ballots in 
the box for Clenhew, his opponent. The returns 
allowed him just 1. 

Counsel said there was no use of trying to de- 
fend a fraud like that, and when the crew of 
ballot-box-stuffing ring placemen appeared in 
court yesterday Judge Daley announved that he 
had advised them to plead guilty. Col. Charles 
W. Fuller, who appeared for Schultze, the Re- 
publican, demurred against such a course being 
taken astohim. Scanlon, Hughes, and Cassidy 
pleaded guilty. Schuitze went to trial. Ten 
minutes after the evidence had closed a verdict 
of guilty had been rendered against him. 

They will be sentenced next Monday.

YHEARS SOBER. 

RIN CESS 

HADLEY HAS A CELEBRATION AT 
ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S MISSION. 


Six years ago last night Col. Henry H. Hadley 
was, according to his own statement, one of the 
worst drunkards in the City of New-York, and 
last evening, surrounded by a crowd of re- 
formed drunkards, he celebrated the anniver- 
sary of his reformation in the hallof the St. 
Bartholomew’s Mission in East Forty-second 
Street, and long before the hour for the exer- 
cises to begin had arrived the Colonel stood 
outside of the mission, of which he is Superin- 
tendent, and begged the men of the street to 
come in and help him to rejoice in the day. 

By 8 o’clock the hall was pretty well filled. 
Some of the men looked as though they had 
been pulled from the gutters. As each man 
tiled into the hall he received a fan and was told 
to make himself at home. All these men satin 
the body of the hall. 

On the stage sat the reformed drunkards. To 
the right sat the visitors. After everybody had 
been seated Col. Hadley gave out a hymn and 
all the men, led by a fine organ, joined in. It 
was a queer sight to see men who looked as 
though they did not know what the Gospel was 
singing heartily and vigorously such hymns as 
“Throw Out the Life Line” and * Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.” 

In the course of the Volonel’s address he said: 
‘There isonly one way tostop drinking, and that 
is to do it right off. The Lord will help you to 
atop it, and if it should kill you it would be bet- 
ter to be killed by stopping than to die a drunk- 
ard; butthetruth is,of all those who have 
stopped drinking none has ever been killed,.”’ 

Other reformed drunkards told how they had 
been saved. One man, Mr. J. M. Wood, was in- 
troduced as ‘‘the man who Had been drunk in 
the Garden of Gethsemane and had bathed in 
the Poolof Siloam, and was probably drunk 
then.” 

After all the speeches, Col. Hadley said that 
at 9:40 six years ago he had been saved. 

* How many of you,” he demanded “ will 
start on the seventh lap of my new life with 
me! How many?” 

Two or three men raised their hands. 

“No more than that? Well, how many will 
promise not to drink any strong drink for the 
next twenty-four hours?” 

Half a dozon hands were raised, and halile- 
lujahs were heard all over the room. Of the 
number one was a mere boy and another a man 
whose face showed him to be a hard drinker.

It seomed quite like racing of afew years ago in- 
stead of the racing of the present at Monmouth Park 
yesterday, for Mr. Galway's colors were borne to 
Victory in two races, and both of these were stake 
events at that. So Mr. Galway was the recipient of 
® lotef congratulations from racegoers generally, 
for the Preakness colors have always been popular 
with the public, and deservedly so, for the horses 
that carry them are always run to win the races in 
which they start, and there is no taint of the betting 
ring or of that worse curse, the city pool room, about 
the stable. That has been the reputation of the 
stable and its owner in the past, and that it always 
will be is certain, for Mr. Galway is one member df 
the Board of Control who does not believe in jobbery 
of avy kind on the turf. 

Mr. Galway was as pleased over the victories of 
Lustre and Adelbert as a child withs stocking full 
of Christmas toys, for he had bred both of the horses, 
and thattoaman who isin racing for the sport of 
the thing ia worth much more than to win the rich. 
est of the turf prizes with a horse of some one else's 
breeding. 

There was amuch larger crowd at the track yes- 
terday than on Tuesday, and the weather was more 
éniurabie, as there was a breeze that made things 
Very comfortable there at intervals it probably 
Was, as the aivertisements of the association claim, 
**the coolest place within 100 miles of New-York,” 
though that isn’t saying much, aud those of the 
visitore tu the track that came home by way of San- 
fly Hook got well cooled off before they sat down to 
their dinner in the city. 


The race of the day was that for the Newark 
Stakes, for three-year-olds, at a mile, and it was run 
pverthe inner circular course, so that people had 


a chance to see some part of the contest besides the 
last few yards of the finish. There were but four 
starters in the race, Locohaichee, Leonawell, Merry 
Monarch, and Adelbert, and they were fancied in the 
betting in about the order named. The two first 
aned were ataboutthe same pricein the books, 
iamilton having the mount on Locohatwhee, and 
Taral being in Leonawell s saddie. Sims rode Merry 
Monarch, and Bergen was given the mount on Adel- 
bert, wh», because he has been running in selling 
aces, and aiso because Bergen has been riding 80 
adly of late, wasat 15 tolin the betting. bergen 
Was out for the money and for areputation in 
this race, for he has found that it is 
not profitable to stand on the ground ali the time as 
he has done of late. He evidently rode to orders, 
too, for instead of waiting with his mount until the 
others had got sofar away from him that he had no 
chance whatever, he went out to the front with 
Adeibert at the fail ofthe tlag.in company with 
Leonawell, and he kept with him all the way to the 
finish of the contest, allowing the others to do the 
Waiting. Merry Mouarch and Locohatchee did the 
chasing, and they were never able to quite get up to 
the pair of leaders, who foaght the‘race out in @ rat- 
lling finish, in which Bergen rode as cleverly as Le 
did a year ago when he won the Suburban with 
Loantaka. He never let up on _ the ray 
elding from the vutset, and he kept Taral 
eral as hard as he ever had to hustle. By his 
clever work he finally got the nose of the Preakness 
horse first past the judges, and so won tho second 
atake race of the day, for he had previously ridden 
Lustre to victory in the Hollywood eneene. Loco. 
hatchee was the last of the lotto finish, which was 
partly due to the fact that he had ran into the fence 
pn the turn, and by so doing had lost a lot of ground. 
Hamilton had his leg badly hurt at the time of the

The other stake event ot the afternoon was the 
Hollywood Handicap, for two-year-old fillies, which 
Was run asthe second race. Ten of the fillies handi- 


cepped had accepted the weights allotted them, and 
Went to the post to try conclusions. Of these the 
Katie A. filly of the Brown & Rogors string and the 
Worthiess tilly, Experiment, of Fred Gebhard's lot, 
were made the favoritesin thespeculation, though 
No one could tell why in the world Experiment was 
worth backing for the race, as she has shown 
time and again that she is 
bit of horsetiesh, Miss Maude 
to be of no account because Littlefield had 
the mount, and people have got tired of backing 
Meudicant, who has pot begun to run up to her Mor- 
ris Park form of late.

IN TRYING TO BEAT THE RECORD. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 28.—Punctually at 12:30 
to-day President Edwards called the unfinished 2:27 
trotat the Grand Circuit meeting here. H. OC. T. 
was still the choice at 5 to 8, but the black stallion 
from Elmira was the freshest of the trio and finished 
an open length ahead of Magnolia. 

Al enormous crowd came out to see Nancy Hanks 
trot against the 2:08% of Maud S. and Belle Hamlin 
and Globe against the team record of 2:13. Nothing 
could have been more perfect than the track 
and the weather, though warm and  atill, 
was all in favor of the mare. No excuse 


can be made for Nancy Hanks failing to come nearer 
than 2:13, the aunouncément of the figures being 
received with ohilling silence. 

On the second score Vobie nodded for the word, 
but before the first eighth was covered people were 
peer not on the record being broken, but 
how near 2:12 or 2:13 the rapid-gaited little mare 
could finish.

division of counties. The requirements are 
similar to those of this State. In repre- 
sentationin the Senate a county cannot 
be divided unless it has a population en- 
titling it to more than one Senator, and it 
cannot have two Senators unless it con- 
tains one ratio, and at least a moiety of 
another ratio. The number of represent- 
atives in the lower house must be appor- 
tioned to counties according to population, 
and those entitled to more than one 
representative must be divided into 
districts by the Supervisors, and must 
have at least one ratio and a 
moiety of another. The Legislature 
of 1891, it seems, disregarded these re- 
quirements, giving to certain counties two 
Senators when they were entitled to only 
one, and giving to others with a larger pop- 
ulation only one, and dividing certain 
counties into more than one representative 
district when their population was less 
than that of others to which only one rep- 
resentative was assigned. The act of 1885 
seems to be vitiated by the same disregard 
of constitutional requirements, and the 
Secretary of State is directed to go back to 
the apportionment of 1881 in issuing no- 
tices of election, unless the Legislature in 
special session shall enact a new appor- 
tionment law. There is nothing corre- 
sponding to thisin the contention of Mr, 
SUTHERLAND that the Apportionment act 
of this State is unconstitutional.

AN INDUSTRIAL REFORM. 

Our readers do not need to be told that 
we are deeply convinced of the importance 
of a gradual and steady reform of the 
tariff, which we shall continue to urge, as 
we have done in the past, by arguments 
based on what we conceive to be the great- 
est good of the greatest number, Mean- 
while it is pertinent to remark that we do 
not believe that the country will be hope- 
lessly ruined if the settlement of this ques- 
tion is deferred for another four years, or if 
the people are misled into giving the Repub- 
lican Party the power to add still more to 
the burdens it has imposed, and to increase 
still further the wealth of the small class 
that seems to us to embrace all thé benefi- 
ciaries of the present system. As a na- 
tion are very rich, very strong, 
blessed with extraordinary resources of 
many kinds, freed from exactions imposed 
on peoples who have to maintain large mil- 
itary and naval establishments, and par- 
ticularly favored in the industrial and 
commercial capacity of our population. We 
have endure& much, and can if necessary 
bear much more. The question is not be- 
tween salvation and ruin; it is one be- 
tween less or greater prosperity, slower or 
more rapid progress. 

That is not, however, a small question, 
and as itis presented to the voters of the 
United States more clearly, definitely, and 
simply in this election than it has ever be- 
fore been presented, we are by so much 
more confident that the decision will be 
rational, that is to say, that it will be in 
favor of the reform of the tariff. This con- 
fidence is strengthened by the fact that the 
real effect of the high tariff upon the busi- 
ness most directly influenced by itis ob- 
viously better understood than in the past, 
The business most directly affected by the 
tariff is, of course, that of manufacturing. 
Whatever may have been true when mannu- 
factures were fewer, more simple, and less 
extended, it is becoming plainer every day 
that with the extensive and complex busi- 
ness now done, it isimpossible to ‘“‘ protect” 
any considerable product without in- 
flicting injury far greater and more 
widespread than the benefits—such as 
they are—that may be conferred, and this 
fact is plain, not to the student and ob- 
server only, but, what is much more im- 
portant, to the manufacturers themselves. 
This class of business men are beginning to 
see, and to see very clearly, that they are 
having obstacles thrown in their way 
which are unnecessary and of which other 
men get the sole advantage. In other

tariff taxation is not a general benefit, but 
a special, limited, and therefore: unjust 
benefit. 

Take an instance in point, and one of the 
latest, showing how the tariff works for 
the advantage of a restricted class, an in- 
stance which, as it is avowed by the beneti- 
ciaries themselves, is equally plain to those 
who suffer by it. In the beginning of the 
Homestead labor troubles, the New-York 
representative of the Carnegie Company 
made a statement, published in Tur TIMES, 
in explanation of the course of the com- 
pany. Hesaid: “The day must infallibly 
come—it may come at the next election— 
when the protective tariff which built our 
mills will cease, and it is to prepare for 
that repeal that we are making these ton- 
nage increases in order to defy the compe- 
tition that on that day—now in sight— 
will arise from every corner of the land.” 

Now, there is nothing ambiguous about 
this. It shows with perfect distinctness 
what is thought about the operation of the 
tariff and also about the future of the tariff 
by manufacturers who have the strongest 
possible inducements to form a correct 
judgment. If the CARNEGIES recognize 
that the tariff has been the source of their 
wealth, others will hardly deny it. If 
they think that the tariff ‘‘ must cease,” it 
is likely to be true. If, when that day 
comes, they foresee that ‘‘ competition will 
arise from every corner of the land,” those 
whose competition they fear must see that 
the tariff is hindering and injuring them. 
That is why we say that tariff reform is a 
business question to be settled by those 
whose interests it affects, and since the in- 
terests injuriously affected are more numer- 
ous and extended than those benefited, we 
believe, as the CARNEGIES do, that tariff 
reform is coming, and “may come at the 
next election.” 








ROBERT LOWE. 

It is a curious illustration of how com- 
pletely the House of Commons has become 
the governing body of Great Britain, and 
how unfortunate it is for an ambitious 
politician to be born a Lord, that so few of 
the people who have tolerably distinct 
impressions of the character and career of 
RoBerRT LOWE even recognize him under 
the title of Lord SHERBROOKE. He was 
shelved in the House of Lords twelve 
years ago as already a superannuated 
man, though he was born three years 
later than Mr. GLADSTONE, and he 
cepted his elevation as a retirement. 
Since then he has not opened his mouth in 
the upper house in a speech that made any 
impression at the time of its delivery or 
that anybody now remembers. His only 
contributions to public discussion within 
this period have been a few magazine arti- 
cles on various phases of British politics, and 
these have had the character of the utter- 
ance ofa ‘‘ sage” ratherthan of the eagerand 
pugnacious partisan which Ropert Lowe 
was in his prime. It was in this capacity 
that he bore a part second only to that 
of Mr. GLADSTONE, if second even to his 
in the debate upon the Reform bill of 1866, 
which was undoubtedly the most memora- 
ble and brilliant contest that has been 
held in the House of Commons for forty 
years. In one respect his part was more 
important than that taken by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, for it was success- 
ful. The Liberal majority of sixty, with 
which thesession began, was disminished 
until it numbered but five at the 
time of the division, and it became 
impossible for Earl Russrenu- and 
Mr. GLADSTONE to “carry on the Queen’s 
Government.” Itisacurious illustration 
of the cynicism with which British poli- 
tics are treated by the able and ambitious 
men who play at them, and how entirely 
these players play for the game, that in the 
next session Mr. DIsRAELI should have 
picked up virtually the same bill which 
he had been instrumental in defeating when 
it was introduced by his rival, and should 
have passed it through the House of 
Commons amid the admiring applause of 
the heavy*Tory squires at the cleverness of 
the Asiatic jugglery by which the Whigs 
had been ‘‘dished.” Be that as it may, 
the defeat of the bill was due, not to the 
Tory opposition, but to the Liberal bolt 
upon this question, the bolt of the 
Adullamites of whom Mr. Lower was 
easily the chief. JonHN Bricut had 
described them at an early stage of the 
debate as a party of two, (Mr. Lowe and 
Mr. HORSMANN,) which reminded him of 
the Skye terrier that was so covered with 
hair that it was impossible to tell which 
was the head and which was the tail. But 
really there was no difficulty on this score. 
Mr. Lowe was the head of the faction that 
beat the bill, and his own speeches con- 
tributed most powerfully to that result. 
Thelonginterchange of “chafi” between Mr. 
GLADSTONE and himself about the Trojan 
horse is one of the happiest examples on 
record of Parliamentary banter, while the 
energy and eloquence of the leading Adul- 
lamite in the serious parts of his speeches 
are undeniable and admirable, whatever 
one may think of the wisdom of his position. 
One of the finest passages of them is that 
in which he warned his countrymen that 
if they radically changed the British form 
of government they could not restore it, 
and implored them not to do so on a pass- 
ingimpulse. ‘‘ Democracy you may have 
at any time. Night and day the gate stands 
open that leads to that bare and arid 
plain, where every anthill is a mountain 
and every thistle is a forest tree.” As 
* efforts” of Parliamentary eloquence these 
speeches well deserve the collection into 
a volume which [they afterward under- 
went, and which was made of the 
speeches of no other of the debaters, 
not even of those of Mr. GLADSTONE or Mr. 
DIsRAELI, the regular party leaders, though 
neither of them ever spoke better. The 
orator was entitled to felicitate himself 
upon the result of his eloquence, as he is 
described by an eye witness as doing. 
“There he stood, that usually cold, unde- 
monstrative, intellectual, white-headed, 
red-faced, venerable-looking arch con- 
spirator, shouting himself hoarse like the 
ringleader of schoolboys at a successful 
barring-out.” 

Decidedly this was Mr. Lowr’s great- 
est moment, though he led before or 
afterward a very various and active 
career, a8 @ coach at Oxford, asa lawyer 


ac- 
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in Australia, and as a journalist in London, 
He did not leave his party after he had 
beaten it, but esp6used its measures for 
public schools upon the ground that ‘‘ we 
musteducate our masters,” It seems to have 
been either a pure caprice or a fear that 
people might take him for a mere Oxford 
coach that led him always to deridein publio 
the study of Greek and Latin, and to advo- 
cate the substitution of modern languages 
for the purpose, as MATTHEW ARNOLD scoff- 
ingly put it, of better equipping students 
to fight the battle of life with waiters in 
foreign hotels. Another friendly skit to 
the same effect was passed by Prof. 
JowETT in dedicating a translation of 
Plato to Mr. Lowk, “ whose fondness for 
classic literature, though sometimes dis- 
sembled, is well known to his friends.” 
On the return of the Liberals to power Mr. 
Lowe became Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and did not succeed very well, as, indeed, 
he could not be expected to stand a com- 
parison with Mr. GLADSTONE. WALTER 
BaAGEHOT, in attempting to explain away 
his failure, put it upon the ground that 
Mr. Lowr was not dull enough to be 
esteemed a safe man with a budget, and 
rather whimsically suggests that he was 
especially hampered in this place by 
a physical disqualification... Not the 
least interesting aspect of Mr. Lown’s 
career, indeed, was that he performed his 
greatand various labors inspite of a weak- 
ness of sight that was very near to blind- 
ness, but itis unlikely that he found this 
more a drawback in the Chancellorship of 
the Exchequer than elsewhere. At any 
rate, he is worthy of honorable remem- 
branee as a highly favorable specimen of a 
well-equipped, knowing, 
and pugnacious British politician. 





THE HOMESTEAD HOMICIDES. 


One man engaged in the battle against 
the Pinkerton men at Homestead on the 
6th of July has been held without bail on a 
charge of murder in the first degree. He is 
spoken of as a ‘‘sharpshooter,” who was 
seen to take deliberate aim and kill his 
man. Most of the others who are under 
arrest have been held in bailona charge 
of murder in the second degree, for partici- 
pating ina riot which resulted in the kill- 
ing of several persons. The Pennsylvania 
law holds every person engaged in sucha 
riot to be a guilty participant in the crime 
that resuits from it, unless he can show 
that he was endeavoring to prevent the 
commission of crime. 

Three weeks ago the people at Home- 
stead who are known as “the strikers” 
were exulting in the slaughter of the Pink- 
erton men, but the more intelligent of them 
must by this time be able to see thatit was 
a serious mistake. It put them in the 
wrong and turned from them the current 
of sympathy that might have supported 
them in a peaceful contest. The necessity 
of employing the militia of the State to 
restore and preserve order and all the in- 
cidents of the military occupation of Home- 
stead have greatly weakened the position 
of the strikers, and the attempted assassi- 
nation of Mr. Frick, which was incited by 
the disturbances there, was a death blow 
to their cause. Their present hopeless con- 
dition in the struggle with the Carnegie 
Company is the direct result of their resort 
to lawlessness and violence. 


There is no doubt that the bringing of an 
armed force of Pinkerton men to Home- 
stead was calculated greatly to exasperate 
the strikes. They were then near the be- 
ginning of their contest with the company 
and had hopes of bringing it to terms by 
preventing the employment of non-union 
men in their places. They had possession 
of the town and the sympathy of all its 
people and in some degree of the public gen- 
erally. Theirone hope was in keeping non- 
union men from the mills, and when they 
heard that a force of Pinkerton men was on 
the way up the river, their assumption 
was that it was to be used to keep 
them away and let non-union men in 
until their places were filled. That meant 
a summary defeat, an end of all negotia- 
tion, a giving up of their homes and employ- 
ment, unless they surrendered without 
condition or further parley, which would 
be an abject humiliation. No one can won- 
der that a feeling of desperation took pos- 
session of them. 

But, in spite of the exasperating circum- 
stances and the hard conditions with 
which the men were confronted, they were 
wrong in breaking into the inclosure of 
the company’s mills and resisting the 
Pinkerton men with deadly weapons. The 
moment they did that they insured their 
own ultimate defeat, whateyer -thér 
chances might otherwise have been, and 
they only postponed and prolonged their 
humiliation. In fact, they became law- 
breakers and criminals and compelled the 
public authorities to deal with them as 
such. An attempt was made at first to 
claim that the Pinkerton men were the 
aggressors and were themselves guilty of 
murder, but the facts were  speed- 
ily shown to be in conflict with 
any such claim. In fact, the Pinkerton 
men were under every inducement to re- 
frain from violence unless forced to it in 
self-defense, and their employers had 
every motive for avoiding a conflict of 
force. The attack was unquestionably 
made by the strikers, with the result of 
killing several men before the invading 
force returned the fire. It was a clear case 
of self-defense on one side, and there is no 
legal defense on the other, however much 
there may be of extenuating circumstances. 

These homicides and their consequences 
in the assertion of the civil power, 
sustained by the military arm of the 
State, have so overshadowed the labor 
controversy as to relegate the contest 
between the strikers and the company 
to a secondary placein the public estima- 
tion. They have resulted in demoralizing 
the workmen and giving the company an 
opportunity to bringin a new labor force 
under a protection that could not be re- 
sisted. They made it necessary that the 
strike should be defeated in order that 
law and public authority might be sus- 
tained. The result ought to convey an 
impressive lesson to workingmen of the 
fatal policy of resorting to lawlessness and 
violence, even though peaceful methods 
seem sure to fail. They can afford to sur- 
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render and to wait, but they cannot afford 
to place themselves in the position of 
enemies of law and order and virtual pro- 
moters of anarchy and assassination. 
Ea EEE TED RE REL 
MR. ALDRICH WAS SATISFIED. 

In his recent speech on the tariff, Senator 
ALDRICH professed to be moved by a feeling 
of righteous indignation because somebody 
had published a list of Trust combinations 
in the protected industries. This list he 
denounced as ‘‘a collection of miserable 
libels on the men who control and conduct 
the great business enterprises of the 
country,” and he based this assertion upon 
such letters as the following, which he had 
received in answer to his inquiries: 


THE STEEL PATENTS CoMPANY, 
PHILADELPHIA,’ July 14, 1892. ¢ 


My Dear Str: I am this morning in receipt 
of your letter, under date 8th inst., addressed 
to Mr. JoSE:H WHARTON, with a request that I 
should reply toit. I can only say, if there is 
such a Trust as your letter refers to in the man- 
ufacture of stee] rails Ido not know of it. To 
the best of my knowledge, no such Trust exists, 
and I feel quite sure that if it did exist I would 
know of it. AsI am officially connected with 
one of the largest steel plants in the country, 
which I know does not belong to or is in any 
way connected with such a Trust, I feel at lib- 
erty to deny its existence. 

I note your understanding of the meaning of 
a Trust—‘a combination to control production 
and prices.” Thisisin entire accord with my 
understanding of the term. 

Answering! your fifth interrogatory, I beg to 
say that there is to-day foreign competition 
with all kinds of steel products, but what pro- 
portion of consumption is imported Iam unable 
tosay. Hoping this will satisfactorily anawer 
your letter, and always holding myself at your 
further command, I am, very respectfully, 
yours, ROBERT F. KENNEDY, President. 

This was enough for Mr. ALDRicH. He 
did not address any one of the companies 
or firms that are members of the combina- 
tion—which includes all of the manufact- 
urers of steel rails in this country. Upon 
the assertion of this Mr. KENNEDY ‘he was 
ready to denounce as ‘‘ a miserable libel” 
any reference to a@ combination, the exist- 
ence of which is notorious—a combination 
the existence of which is admitted by such 
Republican papers as the New-York Trib- 
une, and has been accepted as adominating 
influence in the steel-rail trade by protec- 
tionist trade journals during the last sev- 
enteen months, This is the combination 
that has steadily maintained the price of 
steel rails at $30 per ton at the mill since 
the beginning of 1891, in spite of a marked 
reduction in the cost of the manufacturers’ 
raw material, as we have recently shown. 
The members of the combination will be 
amused by Mr. KENNEDY’s letter. 

Mr. ALDRICH also based his assertion 
upon the following letter relating to what 
is commonly called the Starch Trust:

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your esteemed favor of the 8th inst. 
The National Starch Manufacturing Company is 
not a Trust, either in name, purpose, or intent. 
It is purely a business organization, acquiring 
its title by absolute purchase. It has many 
competitors. The price of starch in the mar- 
kets islower than ever known before. Yours

If Mr. ALprica had turned to the pages 
of that report on prices which was reeently 
submitted to the Senate by himself, he 
would have found some interesting figures 
relating to the price of starch. On Page 
86 are set forth the wholesale prices of 
ordinary laundry starch in each of the 
twenty-eight months beginning with June, 
1889, and ending with September, 1891. 
The committee commonly represented the 
price at the beginning of this period by 
the number 100, butin this case it was rep- 
resented by 99.63. Hereis atable showing 
the course of prices as set forth in the com- 
mittee’s report:

Mr. ALDRICH had shown in his report that 
the price of starch had been increased by 
50 per cent. between January, 1890, and 
March, 1891, and that in September, 1891, 


the price was about 40 per cent. higher 


than it had been at the beginning of the 
period under consideration. We have not 
at hand the quotations by which the com- 
pany’s assertion as to prices at the present 
time could be tested. But those prices 
which Mr, ALDRICH found and recorded in 
his report must have excited his curiosity. 
Nothing could ever induce him, however, 
to believe that this movement of prices 
had been caused wholly orin part by the 
influence of a combination of starch manu- 
facturers, protected by a tariff duty of 100 
per cent.

IN THE INTERESTS OF HARMONY, 


COLLECTOR FRANCIS HENDRICKS HAS A 
LONG TALK WITH THE PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Collector Francis 
Hendricks, whose coming in the interests of har- 
mony between the Administration and Thomas 
C. Platt has been heralded for several days, 
placed his neat autograph on the Arlington 
register this morning. Mr. Hendricks went to 
the Treasury Department and had a long talk 
with Secretary Charles Foster, and afterward 
he called upon the President and was closeted 
with him so long that the excuse advanced by 
Mr. Hendricks that he came to discuss depart- 
mental affairs is forced deep into the “‘ ches® 
nut” receptacle. 

Everybody who knows anything about Newe 
York State politics is aware that the quality of 
harmony now prevailing between the New- 
York Republican machine and the Administra- 


tion is not up to the standard required by the 
exigencies of a Presidential campaign. Mr. 
Hendricks, who know sall about the demand for 
harmony in New-York, has been pressed to 
come to Washington in the interest of har- 
mony with a big H. Government officials do 
not pick out the hottest season of the year to 
come to Washington to ‘discuss department 
matters;’’ New-York is far cooler and the mail 
service between the two cities is better than ig 
is in some parts of Mr. Wanamaker’s depart- 
men 

Mr. Hendricks undoubtedly did his best to-day 
to assure the President that he ought to break 
down at once the barriers existing between 
Platt and himself so that the Republican ma- 
chine might be greased and set in motion, 
When questioned to-night concerning his mis- 
sion, Mr. Hendricks was as agreeable and non- 
committal as usual. It was too early and too 
hot to talk politics, he said. He added that his 
interrogator probably knew as much about the 
movement for harmony ashe did, which com- 
pliment had to be gracefuily accepted. 

Chairman Thomas H. Carter of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, and Mr, J. H. Clark- 
son, who did not goto Bar Harbor yesterday 
according tothe programme mapped out for 
him in New-York, have been in conference with 
the President and Secretary klkins to-day and 
to-night. Mr. Carter has been besieged with 
applications for employment by white and col- 
ored men since he arrived. A Republican who 
has been watching the situation carefully ex- 
pressed the opinion to-night that the peace- 
makers now here would pave the way to a com- 
plete and speedy settlement of the differences 
between Platt and the Administration. 

“The result,” hesaid, ‘‘ will be that the Ad- 
ministration will keepits hands off New-York 
and let Platt run the machine in his own way.”

_-——The Director of the French School at Cairo 
in Egypt has sent tothe Académie des Inscrip- 
tions four busts in terra cotta, painted. which 
were found in the Great Oasis at El Kargeh. 
They have been taken from the lids of sarco- 
phagi; but the peculiarity about them is that 
the heads were notin the same plane with the 
body, but, as it were, erect. The features have 
been modeled with extraordinary verisimili- 
tude; the eyes are of some glassy material, in 
black and white; the hair was modeled inde- 
pendently and afterward titted to the 
plaster head; the painting is in simple 
colors— various shades of red for the 
skin and black or brown for the hair. M. Héron 
de Villefosse maintained that they were cer- 
tainly portraits. The physiognomy of one is 
Jewish; another recalis a bronze head from 
Cyrene in the British Museum, which F. Lenor- 
mant considered to be of Berber type; the third 
might be Syrian, and the fourth Roman. The 
date 18 probably about the time of Septimius 
Severus. M. Maspéro declared that he had 
never seen anything of the kind in any mu- 
seum.

THE CHOLERA IN EUROPE 


LJ SPREADING IN RUSSIA TO AN 


ALARMING EXTENT. 


ROUMANIA DENIES THAT THE INFECTION 
HAS CROSSED HER BORDERS—THE 
DISEASE IN PARIS SAID TO BE 
LIMITED TO THE SUBURBS—A MEDI- 
CAL AUTHORITY ON THE SCOURGE, 


Sr. PE&TERSEURG, July 28.—Oholera has 
broken outin the towns of Kharkoif and Oren- 
burg, and several cases of the disease have oc- 
curred along the Volga River above Nijni- 
Novgorod, 

Several cases of sporadic cholera are reported 
to bave occurred at Warsaw. 

Boucuwakest, July 28.—The existence of chol- 
erain Roumania is officially denied. The public 
health is every where good. 

Lowpon, July 28.—The Paris correspondent of 
the London Lancet telegraphs that M. Netter, a 
member of the Hygiene Publique, reports that 
in twenty-nine out of forty-nine cages of illness 
reported as cholera which he has investigated, 
he has found the true cholera bacillus. M. Net- 
ter further says that the true cholera is limited 
to the suburbs of Paris, and that only that form 
of the disease known as cholerine exists in 
the city. 

Prof. Dieulafoy, however, states that he has 
found the cholera bacillus in two oases in Paris. 

The Lancet, in an editorial, says that the 
cholera is making steady beadway in Russia, 
and that even the incomplete official returns re- 
ceived admit that 550 deaths are daily caused 
by the scourge in that country. The disease is 


spreading westward, and the report that it has 
invaded Koumania, if trae, is of serious import 
to Europe. 

No proper account, the Lancet says, has yet 
been issued in regard to the disease in Paris, 
and little importance can be attached to Dr. 
Proust's official statement that there is no in- 
vading or imported cholera in France. 

The Luncei concludes its article ag follows: 
“ When half the people attacked die, it matters 
little what name is given to the cholera in Paris 
and its suburbs.”’

PRINCE FERDINAND DENOUNCED AS AN 
ASSASSIN. 


LonpDon, July 29.—The Vienna correspondent 
of the News says itis reported that the foreign 
representatives at Sofia unsuccessfully inter- 
ceded in behalf of the conspirators who were 
executed on Wednesday.

After 
entence had been pronounced and the prison- 
ere were being taken from the courtroom to 
their celle they shouted ‘* Vive |l'Anarchie.’’ 
Their cries were responded to by the crowd 
which had gathered outside of the courtroom to 
catch a glimpse of the prisoners by shouts of 
“ Drown them!” 

At the conclusion of the trial Faugoux boasted 
that he had always cherished an intense hatred 
of society, which, he declared, he would carry 
to prison with him.

LONDON, July 29.—A horrible murder story 
comes from Warsaw, Russia, the victims being 
a Jewish innkeeper living near Warsaw and his 
wife and five daughters. 

A band of robbers entered the house during 
the night in search of plunder. First, they 
smashed inthe head of one of the daughters 
with an axe and then killed the parents with 
knives and axes. Afterward they murdered the 
three youngest daughters by dashing out their 
brains against a wall. 

Finally the eldest daughter was dragged from 
a hiding place and after being forced to confess 
where the family savings were concealed, was 
stabbed repeatedly in different parts of the body, 
Strange to say, this daughter is still alive and 
able to tell the story.

SUGAR TRUST’S ANSWER. 


ENTERED IN THE GOVERNMENT CASE 
AGAINST THE TRUST. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—The answers of the 
American Sugar Refining Company and John E. 
Searles, Jr., to the proceedings brought by the 
Government to annul the Sugar Trust were to- 
day filed in the United States Circuit Court. In 
his answer Mr. Searles says: 

“The American Sugar Refining Company was in- 


corporated under and yd virtue of the provisions of. 
uu 


the act of the Legislature of New-Jersey entitled 
‘An act concerning corporations,’ approved April 
7, 1875. Under this act the company claims the right 
to conduct business and acquire property outside the 
State of New-Jersey. Italso claims under Penney!- 
vania law the right to own the capital stock of the 
four Philadelphia refineries which it recently pur- 
chased, and admits that such purchase was made. 
“This defendant denies that the defendants have 
violated the provisions of the act of Congress en- 
titled ‘An act to protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraint and monopolies.’ On and prior 
to March 4, 1892, the American Sugar Refining 
Cempany had acquired, and it owned, controlled, 
and operated, sugar retiperics in the states of New- 
Jersey, New-York, Massachusetts, Missouri, Louisi- 
ana, and California. It was the owner of the capital 
stock otf & wager refining corporation in Maryland. 
“It had the control of the sugar refinéries in the 
United States with the exception of the Kevere 
Sugar Refining Company of Boston and the said four 
Philadelphia refineries. The defendant denies the 
existence of the unlawful scheme which the bill of 
complaint asserts, or that they proposed to limit the 
production or restrain the trade in sugar.”

CHANCES OF RAISING HER SAID 
TO BE LESSENING. 


SAND PILING UP AGAINST HER HULL— 
THE YACHT GETTING HARD KNOCKS 
FROM PASSING COASTERS—A BUOY 
SET TO MARK THE WRECK. 


CoTTaGE City, Mass., July 28.—G. W. Coffin, 
Naval Secretary of the Lighthouse Board at 
Washington, arrived here to-day on the Light 
house Department steamer Azalea, which came 
up from the vicinity of the wrecked yacht Alva. 
Secretary Coffin has been in these waters for 
the past week looking after aids to navigation 
that come under his supervision. When 
he first learned of the collision that 
sent the yacht to the pottom he was in Nan- 
tucket, and immediately telegraphed Capt. 
Peake of the Government buoy-setting steamer 
Verbena to protect shipping by marking the 
derelict with proper buoys. Yesterday morn- 
ing the Verbena set a black gas buoy about 150 
yards to the southeast of the sunken vessel, and 
filled it with a two months’ supply. 

This buoy serves a twofold purpose, having & 
day mark like a whistle anda white light at 
night. The key to the burner of the buoy was 
given in charge of the Captain of the Pollock 
Rip Lightship, with instructions to keep the ap- 
paratus burning. If the light doesn’t work, the 
light vessel's watch will hang out a lantern each 
night. 

Secretary Cofflln gave a Times correspondent 
to understand thatthe Alva’s Captain made 4 
mistake when he dropped anchor in the channel 
Had he steamed to the Southeast for three 
minutes, the yacht would have been protected 
from ali harm. The shoals make in the shape 
of a crescent with plenty of water on the inside. 


In order to get by Pollock Rip with a head tide, 
steamers must go into the tideway with all 
possible headway or the sweeping current will 
throw them ashore. 

According to the opinions of mariners here- 
about, the Captain was locally out of his depth, 
80 tospeak, and got into a tight mx without 
knowing it. 

Secretary Coffin thinks the Alva may be raised 
if the wreckers do not delay too long. Hadthey 
gone to work at once there would have been lit- 
tle trouble in doing the job. Delays are danger- 
ous, especially when heavy veesels are using the 
sunken yacht fora football. Mr. Coflin bas an 
idea that a strong southeaster will pound 
the Alva into junk and bury her bones in short 
order. He does not care to express an opinion 
as to who was to blame for the accident, but 
from his conversation it is inferred that he 
would use plenty of precautions sboald he be 
obliged to anchor a vessel where the Alva was 
when sunk. 

Capt. Gibbs, commander of the Azalea, points 
out that the Alva is lying in twenty-five feet of 
water one anda half miles from the lightshbip. 
Mononomoy is three miles to the northwest, and 
Chatham six miles in a northerly direction. 
Capt. Gibbs says that the tide runs four miles 
an hour, and that the wreckers must work 
quickly if at all, He says that a southeast 
storm is brewing, and that a gale will break the 
yachtup. According to Capt. Gibbs, the master 
of the Alva would be no safer anchored in Pol- 
lock Rip Slue than in Boston Narrows. ' 

The ollicers of the Azalea say that nothing of 
value has been removed from the Wreck except 
the brass and rigging carried away in the hard 
knocks the Alva has sustained in frequent col- 
lisions. When the four-masted schooner Wey- 
bossett was sunk near-by some time ago she 
was blown up by the Government and 
marinera hereabout predict that expe- 
dient for the tinal demolition of the yacht. 
A bucket of water scooped up in Pollock Ri 
Slue will contain a half cup of sand. ‘This san 
filled the Weybossett, and it is stated that hun- 
dreds of tons of sand have sifted into the Alva. 
A shoal ér bank of sand has formed against the 
hull, and her keel is constantly digging a grave 
for the ill-fated searover. hen the Merritt 
Company gets ready to work it will be neces- 
sary to free the yacht of sand witb a suction 
pump much in the same manner as the barge 
Atlas was raised two years ago. 

It is reported here late this evening that a seo- 
ond Merritt tug bas goneto the Ripand that 
Mr. Vanderbilt's agent is on his way to Newport 
for instructions. The wind is now soutbeast 
and blowing fresh. 


CHATHAM, Mass., July 28.—William K. Van 
derbilt arrived at the Hotel Chatham to-night, 
accompanied by W. H. Hoyt, who was his guest 


on board the Alva at the time of the accident. 
The oo and steward of the yacht are also 
here. rrangemeénts will possibly be made to- 
morrow to begin the work of raising the yacht.

FOUND DEAD IN A CLOSET, 


THREE OUT OF FOUR CHILDREN VIC- 
TIMS OF SELF-IMPRISON MENT. 


MEDFORD, Mass., July 28.—At 6:30 P. M. the 
fite bells rang out, calling citizens to search for 
four children who had been missing since about 
11A, M. They were Blanche Barrows, aged 
four, daughter of William E. Barrows, Thatcher 
Street; Koland Cushing, aged five, son of Walter 
F.Cushing, Magoun Avenue; Eddie Randall, aged 
five, sonof E. P. Randall, Lapham Street, and 
Albert Lewis, aged six, son of T. A. Lewis, 
Cushing Street, The parents and a few friends 
began the search in the early afternoon, and 
the police of Malden and Medford were notified 


and were on the lookout. After the fire bells 
rang some $00 citizens turned out with lanterns 
and scoured the woods in every direction. 

AtY P. M. the bells announced that the chil- 
dren had been found, but they did not convey 
the joyful tidings that many supposed, for all 
were dead but the Barrows child. They were 
found in acloset under a sink in a house in proc- 
ess of constraction on Lapham Street, where 
they had crawled some time during the day. 
The doer was either pulled to by them or shut 
in some other way, snapping the catch and mak- 
ing them prisoners, the three boys dying from 
suffocation. 

When found the little girl was slowly sinking, 
and had the discovery of their whereabouts 
been delayed a little longer none of the quartet 
would have been alive.

Murphy May Have Been Murdered. 
GREAT NECK, L. L, July 28.—What is sup- 
posed to be a cold-blooded murder is reported 
from Port Washington Village, four miles from 
here..

Tests of a Wire-Wound Cylinder, 

READING, Penn, July 28.—Lieut. G. N. 
Whistler of the Fifth United States Artillery 
made three tests of a cylinder to be used in tho 
Brown segmental wire gun, at Birdsborough, 
this afternoon.

DEPUTY COLLECTOR BURDEN. 


COLLECTOR NATHAN THE ONLY AUTHOR- 
ITY TO DEAL WITH HIS CASE, 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment people have been reading some stories 
about the removal of Deputy Revenue Collector 
Burden of Brooklyn which attribute his removal 
to the interference and influence of T. C. Platt. 
Whether it is because the department is becom- 
ing anxious to cultivate the good offices of Mr. 
Platt or is desirous to put upon Collector 
Nathan a responsibility that he appears per- 
fectly willing to shoulder off upon Platt, the 


Treasury people make a statement of the affair 
that certainly makes Mr. Nathan’s responsi- 
bility clear and complete. 

This statement says that T. H. Burden, who is 
a Deputy Collector under Collector Nathan of 
Brooklyn, was some time ago charged with ir- 
regularities in the conduct of his office. The 
charges were referred by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to Collector Nathan for in- 
vestigation. Mr. Nathan was directed to make 
a full investigation and give Mr. Burden an op- 
portunity, if he desired one, to answer the 
charges. 

It is the province of a Collector of Internal 
Revenue to appoint and remove Deputy Col- 
lectors. No one else has the power or authority 
either to appoint or remove them. A Deputy 
Collector is the personal appointment of a Col- 
lector. The ollector takes the bond of 
the deputy, payable to himself personally, and 
is responsible for his acts. When Collector 
Nathan shall have examined the charges 
against Mr. Burden, it will be for him to say 
whether or not the latter shall be removed. The 
Jollector has not reported to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, who forwarded the charges 
to him, whether er not the charges were sus- 
tained or what action he will take.

The stock market showed some improvement 
to-day, although the general market is still very 
uarrow. The favorable news was the change 
ia the weather in the West, the decision of the 
House of Representatives to adjourn on Satur- 

day, the passage of the appropriation for the 
World's Fair, aud an intimation that the next 
Goverment crop report will show considera- 
ble improvement in the condition of corn. On 
the other hand, there was the probability of 
large exports of gold to be made on Saturday, 
and the decision of the Eastern coal agents 20t 
to advance the price of coal at this time. 

Sugar fluctuated rather wildly. A report that 
&@ resolution had been olfered in the House yes- 
terday looking to a repeal of the duty on re- 
fined sugar was advanced as a reason fur the 
break in the stock in the early trading to 1034, 
but the true cause was generally believed to be 
adroit manipulation by those who are in con- 
trol of the speculation at this time. When the 
scoop had been made it was discovered that 
the resolution had been introduced more than 
& month ago, and that no action had been taken 
on it. The early loss was then promptly re- 
covered, Laterin the day when the House res- 
dlution providing for adjournment on Satur- 
day was announced there was & further advance 
to 1074. Lead was less active than yesterday, 
although firm, and Cordage and Distilling were 
ooth very dull. Cotton Oii was fairly active, 
but it closed 4s lower. 

In railway stocks Atchison was the leader in 
point of activity, and it closed 53 higher at 384. 
The Northern Pacifics were fairly active, the 
preferred scoring againof 7%. Burlington and 
St. Paul were firm, the Burlington statement 
Deing quite favorable. Missouri Pacifico was 
marked up 142 points on s fair amount of trad- 
ing. 

The action of the coal sales agents was unex- 
pected, but it had only slight influence on the 
coal stocks. In the afternoon Mr. White took 
hold of Lackawanna and advanced it 242 points. 
Reading’s statement was about as anticipated, 
but the stock closed unchanged. Western Union 
was bought by the same interest as Missouri 
Pacific, and it closed 144 points higher. 

The general list was higher, and the close was 
quite buoyant. The short interest in the mar- 
ket has not been large recently, but much of it 
Wwascovered yesterday and to-day.

WHY 


“ GREEN-GOODS” MEN MAKE NEW- 
FORK THEIR HEADQUARTERS. 


THE LAW IS STRINGENT ENOUGH, BUT 
CONVICTIONS ARE FAR TOO FEW— 
MR. COMSTOCK’S VIEWS OF METH- 
ODS OF PROSECUTION—THE WEST- 
ERN UNION AND THE SWINDLERS. 


That New-York should be the headquarters for 
almost every “ green-goods”’ gang in the coun- 
try is asevere criticlam on the Police Depart- 
ment andits detective bureau, which pride them- 
selves so much on their eflicienoy, and yet it un- 
doubtedly is true. Nearly all of the addresses 
given with the circulars with which the swin- 
diers flood the country every week are in this 
city. 

The excuse offered more than once for the lax 
Way in which the law is enforoed is that the 
men could not be arrested by the municipal au- 
horities, as their crimes came under Federal 
jurisdiction. It has also been said that they 
could dodge the law in more ways than one. 

Of course, both of these statements are ab- 
surd. There is nota more thorough-going sec- 
tion in the Penal Code of the State than the five 
hundred and twenty-seventh, which covers 
“‘ green-goods”’ men and all sharpers of similar 
kinds. Nota loophole is left for their escape, 
80 general is the law in its scope, and convic- 
tion, if there was any evidence against the men 
atall, ought to be easy. The crime is made a 
felony. The punishment attached to the crime 
is severe enough to act as arestraint at least, 
if the men were caugat, properly tried, and con- 
victed. The minimum penalty is a year in 


prison ana $100 fine and the maximum _ five 
years’ imprisonment with a tine of $1,000 added. 

Section 168 of the Penal Cede says: * An ar- 
rest may be mae, first, by a peace otticer, under 
&@ Warrant; second, by a peace officer without a 
warrant, or, third, by a private person.” By 
“ peace officer” is meant a mewber of the police 
force, a Sheriff, a Deputy Sheriff, or a constable. 
It certainly is not the business of a private per- 
son to hunt down and arrest criminals. It is an 
occupation that is generally a dangerous and 
always an unpleasant one. But just how the 
police can say that they have not the authority 
to arrest “ greeu-goods ” men is not clear. 

The law gives them the authority to break 
open windows or doors. if necessary, to get 
either into or out of a building. An arrestona 
charge of felony may be made at any hour of 
the day or night, and the law says that a peace 
Oticer may make an arrest without a warrant 
“when the person arrested has committed a 
felony, although not in bis presence, or when & 
felony has in fact been committed, and he has 
reasonable cause for believing the person to be 
arrested to have committed it.” The officer bas, 
moreover, the right to arrest such a person at 
night without a warrant, ‘‘and is justified in 
inaking tne arrest, though it afterward appears 
that a felony had been committed, but that the 
person arrested did not commit it.” 

Invested with so much power the question is: 
Why don’t the police do something?! They say 
thatthey do make all the arrests they can, but it 
is very seldom that anybody hears of these ar- 
rests, and still more seidom that convictions 
are reported. 

In speaking of the matter this week, An- 
thony Comstock said that there was undoubt- 
edly some difticulty in catching the swindlers. 
Yet the Post Office Inuspectors have managed to 
make things very uncomforiable forthem. He 
said the task would be a much easier one if the 
Western Union Telegraph Company would only 
do its best to help the pursuers of the swindlers. 

Mr. Comstock is himself one of the Inspectors 
ofthe Post Uffice Department. As soon as & 
new “‘green-goods” circuiar is intercepted in 
the mails he immediately informs the telegraph 
company of the address given with the circular 
and of the character of the business which mes- 
sages sent to it are concerned with. The com- 
pany is then asked not to deliver messages sont 
to such a name and address. 

Attorney George H. lkearons of the West- 
ern Union Company told a TIMES reporter 
that on receipt of such notices from Mr. 
Comstock the company always required the 
person complained of to be identified by some 
merchant or business man before it would de- 
liver messages to him. When the reporter said, 
“It must be some merchant of standing, of 
course,” Mr. Fearons answered, * We leave that 
to the discretion of our clerks. Frequently it js 
somebody they know personally.” 

Mr. Comstock said that there wasn't a 
doubt that the swindlers bad men in the 
offices of the telegraph company in their em- 
ploy. They had frequently paid Postmasters 
who had been instructed by the Inspectors to 
act in that way as decoys, $50 a month, and he 
had the money thus received in his safe as 
proof. Moreover, Mr. Comstock said, he had 
offered to appear and identify these men at auy 
time, but never as yet had he been notitied to 
appear for such a purpose. 

Mr. Fearons said that under the law the com- 
pany could not refuse to deliver messages to 
anybody who was properly identified. Mr. 
Comstock said that this was nonsense, and that 
the fact that the company was a common carrier 
did not sunction its delivering messages that it 
knew were an essential part of a swindle. He 
also said that by so doing it made itself an ac- 
ocessory to the crime, and that it could be in- 
dicted and the direct offenders arrested and 
punished for aiding and abetting the criminals. 

Sergt. Bird, who has charge of the Detective 
Bureau under Inspector Steers, was seen. He 
said that the police were after the ‘* green- 
goods” men all the time, and made an arrest at 
every chance they had. He could not tell how 
many arrests had been made lately, or when 
they had been made. He said that every time 
the police got the address of one of these 
swindlers they went around and seized all they 
could lay their hands on. Generally it was a 
lot of circulars and envelopes and other such 
things. 

Inspector Williams had about the same in- 
formation. Hesaid arrests were being made 
ali the time. How many were made in a week 
ora month he didn’t know. 

It seems asif a class of swindlers like the 
“ green-goods”’ nen ought to be easy to catch. 
A fow arrests, followed by convictions and the 
infliction of the full penalty, would prove very 
discouraging tothe business. The Post Oftice 
Inspectors get plenty of the addresses to which 
the victims are directed to send their tele- 
game, and it seems within the bounds of possi- 

ility that the police, by making use of this in- 
formation, might catch some one. . 

The addresses given by the swindlers are 
generally small stores where cigars, confec- 
tionery, fancy goods, &c., are sold, and 
sometimes they are saloons. Almost always 
the proprietors of the places are perfectly inno- 
oent, and, when aman asks thathe may have 
his mail and telegrams sent to their places, 
have no idea what kind of business they are 
helping on. Of course the names given are fic- 
ticious. One “gang” of sharpers has been 
known to have over 600 of them. 





Republican Headquarters, 

Becretary McComas of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee found that the new head- 
quarters, 518 Fifth Avenue, were not ready for 
use yesterday, and so whatever business was 
done was done at the old rooms. To-day the 
new place will be ready. 

Chairman Carter, it is said, will be there to- 
day with fresh instructions from the President. 
One subject on which some action is to be taken 
pretty soon is the question of headquarters in 
Chicago. Itis said that James N. Huston of 
Indiana will be asked to take charge of the 
Western headquarters if they are established, 
although a story was current that he had been 
tendered this position and refused it. 

Some expected that Henry C. Payne would be 
the first man to be considered for this place, as 
he had immediate charge of the work in the 
Northwest in the campaign of 1888. That he 
bas not been offered the place is said to be evi- 
dence that the President is not disposed to 
trust him with such important work and is 
serving notice on him similar to the notice that 
he served on Chairman Clarkson when he told 
him he would not have him for Chairman.

Major reported the matter to the police, but 
could not teli what bank the draft was 
drawn on.

ELLIS ISLAND INVESTIGATION, 
ee 


MR. NETTLETON CONDEMNED IN THE 
MAJORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTER. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Two reports setting 
forth the majority and minority views of the 
House Immigration Committee, which has been 
engaged for the last six months in conjunction 
with the Senate committee in investigating the 
expenditures for the Ellis Island buildings, were 
presented in the House to-day. 

Mr. Stump, presenting the report of the ma- 
jority, reviews at length the testimony taken 
and arrives at the conclusion that there has 
been a great waste of public money in the con- 
struction of improvements on Ellis Island; that 
all of the buildings, except two large hospitals, 
are of inferior material and poor workmanship 
and should not have been accepted by the Gov- 
ernment in their present condition; that George 
B. Hebbard, the Superintendent of construction 


of the buildings and improvements, was without 
experience and wholly untitted for the position, 
and that during the construction of the build- 
ings he, either knowingly and willfully or igno- 
rantly, permitted inferior lumber to be used 
and bad workmanship and a disregard of piain 
requirements of the plans and specitications, at- 
tended with serious joss to the Government aud 
illegitimate advantage to constructors. 

The usual methods of the department, the 
report says, were not resorted to in ascertain- 
ing the character of the buildings necessary 
for titting out the immigration station, and 

roper safeguards were not takento prevent & 
avish expenditure of the Immigrant Fund for 
that purpose, and the expenditure by Treasury 
ofticials of $612,000 upon buildings for which 
Congress appropriated $250,000 was without 
precedent or excuse. 

The committee has arrived at the further 
conclusion that Assistant Secretary Nettleton 
wae guilty of greut waste and extravagance in 
lavish expenditure of the Immigration Fund in 
the improvement of Ellis Island. The report 
says he took charge of the work and departed 
from the usual departmental methods of con- 
struction. These officials looked to him for 
directions, and he is in great measure responel- 
ble for the faulty construction of the buildings 
of inferior material and bad workmanship; for 
the failures of the contractors to comply with 
specitications; forthe failure to retain 10 per 
cent. of the contract price; for the release of 
the contractors from liability on account of the 
main building when the same was not com- 

leted according to contract and should not 
Save been acoep ted. 

The reports says that Mr. Nettleton’s failure 
to inform himeelf of the condition of affairs at 
Ellis Island, his want of knowledge of the esti- 
mates and of the testimouy of Secretary Win- 
dom showing that he imprudently proceeded in 
accordance with his own judgment, unmindful 
of his predecessor's views, and his use of the 
head money which had not been previously 
touched when there was on file an opinion of 
Controller Matthews ageinst its use without 
consulting the legal advisers of the Govern- 
ment, demonstrates auch a recklessness in the 
handling of public money and in the manage- 
ment of departmental affairs as to create grave 
apprehension, 

The fact that an opinion was obtained from 
the Attorney General subsequent to the investi- 
gation, says the report, does not render tle use 
of the money any the less thoughtless or un- 
—— The report further accuses Mr. 

ettieton of extravagance inthe employment of 
an unnecessarily large force of employes, the 
expenditure for ferriage and for the tlagpole, 
and adds that the expenditure of about $200,000 
per annum at Lilis Island and $100,000 at other 
ports excites alarm and gives rise to the fear 
that the system of inspection and landing of 
immigrants will not be self-sustaining. There- 
fore the committee recommends that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury investigate the subject. 

Mr. Nettleton is also accused of violating the 
law in transferring tunds for the improvement 
of Ellis Island in excess of the collections at the 
port of New-York; in the purchase of an un- 
necessary telegraph cable; in the doubtful legal 
expenditure ef $57,000 for ferry slips, and in 
the illegal appointment of Dr. Tonner as Med- 
ical Inspector. 

The committee acquite Mr. Owen of any re- 
sponsibility for the improvements of Ellis 
Island, and without passing upon the merits of 
the controversy between Mr. Nettleton and Mr. 
Owen, it says that Mr. Owen acted throughout 
with great forbearance and under the most pro- 
voking ciroumstances performed the duties of 
his office faithfully, as far as he was permitted. 

The report severely oriticises Chief Clerk Da- 
pray of the law and contract division of the 
Supervising Architect's ollice, accusing him of 
attempting to confuse and coach witnesses, con- 
ceal important facts, manipulate figures, and 
act asan attorney rather than aclerk. The 
report winds up with a statement that the com- 
mittee has heard unofficially, but with mueh 
gratification, that Assistant Secretary Nettle- 
ton has been relieved of further connection 
with the management of immigration matters. 

The miuority report is signed by all the Re- 
publican members of the committee—Messrs. 
Funston, Wright, and Ketcham. It states that, 
inasmuch as the original purpose was obvieusly 
& worthy and wise one, and distinctly approved 
by Congress, and inasmuch as no question is 
raised by any one as to the good faith and hon- 
est purpose of Mr. Windom and his successor 
and those Treasury Department ofticiala who 
under both Secretaries have had to do with com- 
pleting the Ellis Island improvements, the only 
question to be considered is the relatively mi- 
nor one, Whether or not in carrying out the de- 
tails of the undertaking the Treasury Depart- 
ment of officials representing ithave committed 
errors of judgment deserving criticism. On 
this point the report reaches conclusions en- 
tirely favorable to the Treasury Department. 

The work of construction, it says, was under 
the same supervision as was the work on other 
United States buildings; the cost to the Goy- 
ernment was low, and the experts estimated 
the proper cost of the nine ——- buildings 
constructed according to the specifications at 
$11,000 more than their contract cost to the 
Government. The work, it says, appears to be 
well done, of good material, with such minor 
exceptions as will inevitably occur in any great 
undertaking where the emergency requires 
great haste in construction. The Government 
has received full value forits outlay, and can 
suffer no loss in view of the liability fund re- 
tained from the contractors. 

There will probavly be no report from the 
Senate branch of the jointcommittee upon the 
subject of the Ellis Island expenditures. All 
ot the Republican members, with the excep- 
tion of Senator Chandler, were prepared to 
unite on a report exonerating the ‘'reasury 
officials from all blame, but as Mr. Chandler re- 
fused to sign such a report, and at the same 
time declined to act with the Democratic con- 
tingent, no majority could be had for any report 
and none could be made. 





Brooklyn Bonds Awarded. 

Mayor Boody and Controller Jackson opened 
bids and made awards yesterday for $400,000 
of New-York and Brooklyn Bridge bonds and 
$200,000 worth of Brooklyn local improvement 
bonds. The former bear interest at 312 per cent. 
and are payable inannual inetallfients of $100,- 
000 each, beginning on Jan. 1, 1923. The im- 
provemeat bonds also bear interest at 349 per 
cent. and are payable in 1918 and 1919. 

Bids were received from eight different con- 
cerns, but all the bonds were awarded to the 
Bowery Savings Bank of this city, the $400,000 
of bridge bonds at 105 and the $200,000 of local 
improvement bonds at 1044, 





Mr. Curtis’s Condition Improved. 

In spite of the intensely hot weather, the 
condition of Mr. George William Curtis is 
more favorable than for some time. The im- 
provement, though slight, is none the less de- 


cided, and has given much hope to Mr. Curtis’s 
friends. Yesterday Mr. Curtis was able to move 
himself about in bed and he was somewhat 
stronger. His physicians have held no consulta- 
tion since last Friday, and no statement as to 
the nature of his trouble has yet been made. 





Looking Out for Demarest, 
Reports came from Washington yesterday that 
Eugene W. Pratt, Assistant Appraiser, had sent 
on his resignation several days ago. That 
would make a place for Eben Demarest, one of

A DECISION IN THEIR FAVOR HANDED 
DOWN BY JUDGE GREEN. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 28.—The ballot-box 
stuffers of Hudson County now confined in the 
State prison had a partial victory to-day by the 
decision of Judge Edward T. Green on the mo- 
tion to strike from the court record the recent 
habeas corpus proceedings. Some time ago C. 
J. Peshall, representing Fallon, Moschell, and 
Hart, three of the principal ballot-box stuffers, 
applied for a writ of habeas corpus on the 
grounds that they were convicted unlawfully 
because they did not have a trial by a struck 


jury. 
Judge Green refused the application, where- 
upon an appeal was taken to the United States 


Supreme Court. This appeal carried with ita 
writ of stay. Judge Lippincott reiused to notice 
the citation and the men were sent to the State 
prison, where they are now. Prosecutor Win- 
lield moved to have the record deciared void on 
the ground that the meu were not in the Hud- 
son County prison when their affidavite said 
and that they were not deprived of their liberty. 

Judge Green in his conclusion this morning 
said that he could not change the record because 
the matter was not in the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court, but now under consideration be- 
fore the Supreme Court, and while he dismissed 
the motion he did not hesitate severely to de- 
nounce the deception that the defendants and 
their counsel had practiced on the court. ‘The 
Judge said that the evidence clearly shows 
that the application was a mere pre- 
tense begun tv vobtain a stay as @ 
meaus of appeal, and that the men were 
not in the court nor were they deprived of 
their liberty; that they went to the Hudson 
County Jail so that they could attach their affi- 
davit to their petition. The Judge said that the 
petitioners resorted to false statements for the 
purpose of misleading and deceiving the court, 
and that if the question of the deception prac- 
ticed were the only question in the case, there 
would be but little trouble in dealing with the 
motion, but these ee conceived in fraud of 
justice and saturated with deception, admit of 
another consideration. 

Every court, Judge Green said, has a right to 
demand that ita suitorsshall deal withit fairly, 
honestly, and truly. Forfeiture of right should 
be the penalty for deception, It might be an 
imperative duty, and one which would certainly 
be taken into consideration, to present all the 
favts in this case to the next Grand Inquest for 
their proper an yw d as to whether a conspiracy 
was not entered into in the case for the express 
purpose of thwarting and embarrassing the ad- 
ministration of justice in this jurisdiction. 

Lawyer C. J. Peshall, who has been here sick 
for the last three days, stirred himself pimbly 
when he heard that Judge Green had dismissed 
the writ. In an interview, he said he would 
now move at Washington for the discharge of 
the prisoners. He has already prepared his 
papers and will go to Washington early next 
week for the purpose of presenting the matter 
toa Supreme Court Justice. He alleges now 
that the United States court cannot do any- 
thing eles than discharge his three clients. 

If they are discharged, he claims that they 
will be discharged forever, and that the State 
Will have no further Jurisdiction over them. 

Mr. Peshall still persists that ho will begin 
suit against Judge Lippincott and Sheriff Mc- 
Phillips for contempt and that he will prepare 
papers at once.

TOO HOT FOR DRILLS, 
—_<p—__. 

SO THE STATE CAMP 
PLAYED BALL. 


PEEKSKILL, July 28.—For the first time in the 
history of the State Camp of Instruction drilis 
and parades of ceremony were dispensed with 
to-day on account of the heat. When the hour 
arrived this forenoon for the troops to assemble 
for battalion exercises, Major Alvah H. Doty of 
the Ninth Regiment and Acting Post Surgeon 
declared that in bis official estimation it would 
be inexpedient and particularly hazardous 
for the men to engage in drill. When this 


decision was announced in the fourteen com- 
pany streets into which the present camp, with 
its thirteen gcparate conipanies, is sub-divided, 
thére was lusiy cheering. Then the men di- 
vested themselves of their equipments, put 
away their arms, and went to playing baseball, 
altogether oblivious of the torrid rays of the 
midday sun. 

To-night, at 5 o'clock, when the troops were 
about to be summoued for supper, the medical 
officer again came to the conclusion that the 
troops were in no condition to undergo the hard- 
ship of a ceremonial display. Consequently 
there was no sunset parade, to the great disap- 
pointment ofa large number of visitors to the 
camp. And immediately after supper the men 
started in on a series of hotiy-contested football! 
games, Which were continued without interrup- 
tion uptil darkness put a stop to the vigorous 
and perspiration-produoing exercise. 

To-morrow the camp will be vacated by the 
three provisional battalions of separate compa: 
nies of infantry which have occupied the wili- 
tary post the ourrent week, and the ‘“‘ model” 
battalion, composed of four provisional cowpa- 
niesof volunteers drawn from the Seventh, 
Twelfth, T'wenty-second, and Twenty-third Reg- 
iments, will take possession. 

This battalion, it is stated by the camp au- 
thorities, is to be regarded simply in the light 
of a garrison specially constituted to take 
charge of the State Camp of Iustruction. Per- 
mission has been forwarded to the regimental 
commanders in New-York and Brooklyn to 
increase their details to 110° enlisted 
men, exclusive of tour commissioned offi- 
cers, a Captain and three Lieutenants, 
and two musicians, his enlargement is made 
for the purpose of enabling the necessary de- 
tails to be made for guard and police duty and 
still permit of the compauies parading for inde- 

endent or battalion drills with fronts of not 

ess than forty files. 

The battalion is to be directly under the com- 
mand of the post commander, but the instructor 
will be Col. Bates, the President of the Board of 
Tactical Revision, who will be assisted by Lieut. 
French, the Recorder of the same board, while 
Lieut. Hardin will act as Adjutant of the bat- 
talion. 

It is proposed to cover the course of inatruce- 
tion which has been the vogue at the camp this 
season with the addition of permitting ovlicers 
of the National Guard not detailed for duty to 
avail themeelves of the schools which are to be 
held daily.

TO THE LOWEST 


AN EXPERT PASSED OVER FOR A LESS 
PROMINENT CONTRACTOR. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—It is settled that the 
contract for the dry dock for the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard shall go to Mr. James Gillies of Brooklyn, 
who was the lowest bidder when the proposals 
were received the other day by Commodore 
N. H. Farquhar. 

The determination of the award in this case 
disposes of aquestion which has confronted and 
will confront the authorities every time the 
matter of award comes up on any important 
work. It is the question whether the lowest 
bidder is the most advantageous to whom to 


award the contract, and it is always a question 
when atimberdrv dock is to be built. There 
are more risks to such & construction than to al- 
most any other class of work, and it is desirable, 
of course, that the builder be responsible and 
capable of producing reliable results. If the 
work, however, was confined to the experienced 
builders of docks there would be a practical 
monopoly of duck building on the part of one or 
two firms. Itis to the interest of the Govern- 
ment thatno such monopoly shall exist. The 
Secretary had the choice of accepting a bid that 
he knew was reasonable as to cost, and one from 
a firm cntirely capable ofcarryiny out the terms 
of the contract, or he could accept a bid over 
$100,000 lower than the price of the experts 
and have the dock uudertaken by a contractor 
who has had littie experience in the work. 

‘The Sceretary has secured the Government 
against the possibility of financial loss by ex- 
acting of the contractor ample security for the 
fulfillment of the contract. There was no ques- 
tion of Mr. Gillies’s standing as a contractor 
and as areputable business man. He has fur- 
nished the department with sufficient proof of 
his intentions.

CLEANED OUT THE FLAT. 


THREE BOYS WHO sivLk& OR DESTROYED 
A LOT OF PROPERTY. 


William Washington, who lived with his 
parents at 209 West One Hundred and Eight- 
eenth Street, was a prisoner in the Hariem Po- 
lice Court yesterday, charged with robbing the 
premises of Mrs. Hattie Miller, who lived on 
the floor below the Washington family. 

Mrs. Miller’s husband is a commercial traveler, 
and on June 11 she locked up her flat and went 
to the country. The day she left, young Wash- 
ington contrived to let himself down the dumb- 
waiter shaft to her flat, and, forcing open the 
door, entered the place. He let two of his young 
companions into his secret, and every day fora 
month or more the three lads virtually lived in 
the elegantly-furnished rooms and reveled in 
all the luxuries they contained. 

On July 18 the janitress of the building hap- 
pened to notice thatthe Miller apartments were 
open, and notified Detective Sullivan of the 
One Hundred and Twenty-tifth Street Station. 
The detective had himseif hoisted up the dumb- 
waiter shaft, and entering the rooms found 
they had been wost wantonly pillaged, and the 
costly furniture, carpets, dressers, &c., Dat- 
tered, slashed, and ruined beyond repair. 

Mrs. Miller was sentfor. When she saw the 
wreck of her former cozy apartments she 
fainted. It was discovered that silverware 
valued by Mrs. Miller at $750 had been stolen, 
witha number ot valuable paintings, bric-a- 
brac, &c., and that the damage to the furniture 
was fully $1,000. 

The detectives have recovered portions of the 
stolen property from various pawn shops. The 
ollicers suspected Washington, but learned he 
was at Astbury Park, his father having sent him 
there over a week ago to keep him out of mis- 
chief. inthe meantime the detective arrested 
Bertie, the ten-year-old brother of William 
Washington, as an accomplice. William re- 
turned to thecity Wednesday night and was 
arrested. He confessed his guilt, but said his 
companions got all the proceeds of the pawned 
property except 50 cents. 

A few months ago William was arrested for 
robbing his father. His accomplice then was 
Walter Clark. Young Washington was com- 
mitted to the Catholic Protectory, but was re- 
leased. Hoe was committed in default of $2,000 
bail yesterday to await the action of the Grand 
Jury.

PUBLIC PURPOSES. 


APPROPRIATIONS BY THE BOARD OF 
ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT. 


Appropriations amounting to $1,263,000 were 
made yesterday by the Board of Estimate and 
Appertionment. Of this sum $500,000 went 
toward supplying added accommodations for 
the insane on Black well’s Island, Ward’s Island, 
and at Central Islip. No opposition was made 
to this appropriation, which was passed on the 
recommendation of Commodore Gerry and the 
other gentlemen composing the Mayor’s Ad- 
visory Committee. The expenditure of the 
money will be controlled by the Board of 
Charities and Correction, and the plans for its 
outlay provide for several new pavilious to re- 
lieve the overcrowded wards, the introduction 
of electric-lighting plants, and the construction 
of new heatiug apparatus. 

On Ward's Island extra accommodations will be 
provided for 1,700 patients, and at Central Islip 
the new buildings contemplated wiil provide 
room for 500. Work on the improvements will be 
undertaken at once, and President Porter of the 
Charities Commission said all the work would 
be completed by Jan. 1, 1893. 

The Board of Education got $215,000 for its 
use. Of this $164,000 is to be expended fora 
new schoolhouse at Lighty-fifth Street and 
Madison Avenue; $29,000 for the erection of a 
new wing atthe grammar school at 169 Weat 
One Hundred and Thirty-fourth Street; $20,000 
for furniture and desks, and the balance for 
miscellaneous purposes. 

The most interesting of the appropriations 
was the sum of $125,000, which was set aside 
forthe remodeling of Castie Garden into an 
aquarium in accordance with the plans approved 
some time agu by the Park Board. A similar 
sum was appropriated for improving East River 
Park. 

On condition that the Museum of Natural 
History keeps all its departments open on Sun- 
day the board transferred to the account of the 
Trustees $4,813.55 from the balance of unex- 
pended funds. The Department of Taxes got 
$10,000 for the renewal of its assessment maps. 

Commissioner Heintz of the annexed district 
andthe Department of Public Works have been 
pushing street improvements, and to meet their 
demands $200,000 worth of assessment bonds 
wore ordered. The public institutions for the 
care of juveniles were awarded $55,026.99 
from excise moneys.

PRODUCE EXCHANGE MANAGERS. 


OF MATTERS DISPOSED OF 


YESTERDAY. 

The Board of Managers of the Produce Ex- 
change yesterday disposed of a case which had 
been before various official bodies of the Ex- 
change for a couple of years and had excited a 
good deal of interest among the members ow- 
ing tothe prominence of the parties to the ac- 
tion and one or two unusual features of the case 
itself. 

C. W. Rupprecht was the plaintiff and Gustav 
Victorson the defendant. The former acted as 
a broker for the latter, who is known as apretty 
active operator. Inone of their transactions 
there was a loss of $2,620, which the broker 
tried to recover from his principal. Since then 
the Complaint Committee has had the case be- 
fore 1t two or three times, and for the last 
month the managers have devoted most of the 
time at their meetings to it. 

There was a clause in the contract between 
Rupprecht and Victerson thatin case of loss 
the latter should pay “‘ when it was possible.” 
Just how that would be interpreted by the man- 
agers has been a matter of considerable specu- 
lation. It was not passed upon, however, the 
board dismissing the case yesterday on the 
ground that the proeedure init had been im- 
perfect. 

Many of the members of the Exchauge have 
complained of the ventilation of the board 
room, and the managers yesterday considered a 
petition that the Committee on Rooms and Fixt- 
ures be stirred up to do something to increase 
the air circulation. The committee was author- 
ized to spend $2,500 in the attempt.

An Heir for Each Thousand,

CARPET MEN GET YOGETHER. 


THEY FORM THE RENAISSANCE CLUB, 
WITH HEADQUARTERS HERR. 


For a year past the large carpet and uphol- 
stery dealers of the country have been consid- 
ering the advisability of forming a national 
club for the purpose mainly of creating a more 
fraternal feeling in the trade.

AN APPEAL TO MAYOR BOODY. 


ASKED TO AID IN HAVING ANNULLED 
THE UNION STREET PRANCHISE, 


Before beginning the suit to have the‘ fran- 
chise for a railroad in Union Street, Brooklyn, 
set aside aa illegal and void, the counsel for the 
protesting property owners, Edward M. Grout, 
decided to appeal to Mayor Boody, who had 
vetoed the franchise, and urge him to take steps 
inthe matter. He wrote a letter, which was 


received yesterday, but the Mayor refused to 

discuss it. The letter reads as follows: 

The Hon. David A, Boody, Mayor of the City of 
Brovklyn: 

MY REAR SIR: In behalf of the owners of real 
properiy ou Union Street, in the City o: Brooklyn, 
whom 1 represent, 1 hereby request you, as Mayor 
of the City of Brooklyn, to cause an action to be 
commenced forthwith, elther in the name of 
the City of brooklyn or of the people of the 
State of New-York, as you may be advised by the 
Corporation Counsel, to have deciared illegal, null, 
and yoid the alleged franchise voted by certain 
members of the Common Council of the City of 
Brooklyn over your veto, purporting to permit the 
Union Railroad Company to constructand vuperatea 
railroad upon Union Street and Ninth Avenue, upon 
the grounds: 

1. That in the granting of the said franchise 
none ofthe provisions of Section 24 of Title 22 of 
Qhapter 583 of the Laws of 188s, being the charter 
ot the City of Brooklyn, have been complied with. 

2. That the provisions of the general railroad law 
of the city, if the same apply, have not been oum- 
plied with in that the consents of a majority of the 
property owners on Union Street were not first ob 
tained, and in that the first consideration of the ap- 
plication for such franchise was not aivertised 
fourteen times, as required by said law. 

3. That the granting of the said franchise was 
illegal under the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the People va. U’Brien, 111 New-York, Page 1, citeu 
by you in your veto message. 

4. ihat the granting of the said franchise was an 
act of waste of the property of the City of Brooklyn, 
in that no cumpensation was exacted therefor, al- 
though the Union Street Kailway Company duly ot- 
fered the sum of $30,000 for such franchise. 

6. The granting of the said franchise was collusive 
and fraudulent. 

In addition to the general principles of law which 
would authorize the vringing of such an action I beg 
torefer you to Sections 1,925 and 1,969 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, 

I further request that in such action you will pro- 
cure an injunction to be obtained enjoining the said 
Union Railroad Company from taking any steps to 
construct this road pending the determination of the 
action.

“ Whatis the probability that some of the 
Northwestern States will be carried by the Dem-
